I have the honor t inform you that the 
children are in good health and comfortably 
provided for, the girls and nuns occupying the 
mission church and the boys the public school 
house. A few of the younger children have been 
allowed to go home and those that were delicate 
if they had suitable homes. 

The building above the root house, former- 
ly the boys' junior class room, makes a capital 
temporary dining room and the paintshop is used 
as a kitchen; the children dine in sections, 
boys first then girls. Pending the arrival of 
Rev. Father Hugonard I have not done anything 
further than provide for immediate wants--except 

in some loads of flooring which is being 
seasoned above the bake oven. 

Most of the books of real consequence for 
the transaction of business were saved. 

The origin of the fire is a mystery. Mr. 
Tourigny who first noticed it tried to put it 
out with an overcoat and failing this ran 20 
steps to the dining room and gave the alarm, in- 
side of two minutes we had chemical extinguish- 
ers and hand grenades and water playing on the

room and passage, but the smoke from the burn=- 
ing neat's foot and fish o11 was so overpower- 
ing and the spread of the flames so rapid that 
we soon saw there was no chance of saving the 
building--this was the original portion and 
entirely of wood--and directed our energy to 
saving bedding, clothing and provisions from 
the burning building and covering the out build- 
ings with snow and blankets. The fire started 
at 12.40-45 and by two o'clock the buildings 
were in ruins. No personal property was saved. 
I had lent my coat and felt boots and so saved 
them. The boys were without caps or mitts and 
unfortunately in their oldest clothing.

The plans submitted by the Rev. Father 
Hugonard for the proposed new Boarding School at Qu'Appelle 
show the main building and two wings connected with the 
said main building with passages 50 feet long, in the base- 
ment and first floors, The main building is 12D ft. X 5D 
ft. and 51 ft. high from the ridge of the roof to the floor 
of the basement. The plans of the basement and three floors 
are furnished, but only the front view of the main building. 

The specifications throughout are practically 
satisfactory for the purpose of executing the work by days' 
labour, under the superintendence of a foreman, or architect 
If the work should be let by contract, the specifications 
would require to be drawn out in more detail, especially 
under the headings of hardware, painting, heating, plumbing, 
water supply and lighting. 

I nave discussed the plans and specifications 
with Father Hugonard, and drew his attention to the fol- 
lowing points:- 

The distance apart of joists is omitted; 
should be 16 inch centres. 

There is no reference to the belfry in the 
specifications, 

The posts marked on the plan 10 X 10 are not 
specified. They may be made smaller, but not less than 
8X 8. The beams are not specified. 

Centre walls should be constructed in the 
pasement, instead of piers to carry the basement floor 


joists 
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joists, and these should be 2 X 10 instead of 2 X 6. 

The stairs throughout the three buildings 
should not in any case be less than 4 feet wide. 

The Vice Principal and the Sisters' bed- 
rooms in the dormitories appear to be very narrow, There® 
width should be inoreased if convenient. 

The idea of putting a 4 e, inside of the 
chimneys, in order that ‘space around Wem may be used for 
ventilation purposes,is certainly 8 good one, The air 
space, however, should be considerably greater. Father 
Hugonerd explained that they would place ventilation pipes 
from the chimneys to the different dormitories and class- 
rooms, which appear on the plans to have no ventilation 
provided, The plan proposed by the Rev. Gentleman would 
appear. to be satisfactory. ’ 

Wo drainage from the building, or disposal 
of sewerage are specified. I discussed both these ques- 
tions with Father Hugonerd. 

The heights of the different ceilings are 
specified to be, commencing at the basement, 9 - 10 - 12 
and 10 feet respectively. The chapel from the floor to the 
top of the arch is 19 feet high. ‘These heights cannot be 
very well inoreased, without adding considerably to the 


cost of the building, and I think they are sufficient for 


ventilation, and also any greatyheight would inorease the 
| 


cost of heating. It is noted that the height of the build- 
ing as shown on the plan does not correspond with the height 
of the stories as specified. 

I may add that should it be decided to let 
the work by contract, several more plans will be required 
of sections and front and end views of the different build- 


ings. 
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Water tanks should be specified and their 
positions shown on the plans. 

Ordinarily the cost of the three buildings 
complete should be from $75,000. to $90,000. If con 
structed in the manner proposed by the Rev, Father 
Hugonard, that is by utilizing the labour of some of the 
pupils, and having the work executed under the superinten- 
aence of a reliable man, the work will cost considerably 


less.

I beg to apply for authority to erect a provisory 
building for the girls 90 x 24, the height being 16 feet. 

The upstairs to be used as dormitory with two 
bed-room for the Sisters; the downstairs to be used as 
school rooms, play rooms, clothes room, sewing room, and 
hospital, It will be used during winter; it should 
therefore have two boards used inside and outside with 
paper between; the roof can be made of double boards 
instead of shingles which could not be taken off without 
damage. 

Presently the girls are in the Parish Church 
where a floor has been temporarily put upstairs. It is 
three hundred yards to be made before and after every meal, 
stormy or rainy day; and it was expected that permanent 
building would be put this sumer, The cost will be about 
$1320.00. We require also lumber to make present office 
and bedroom warm enough for the winter, the cost of that 
lumber will be about $250.00, making a total of $1570.00,

The question of rebuilding Qu*Appelle Im 
dustrial school is still undecided. The pupils to the

Father Hugonnard has already submitted, 
plans ,speciifications and est&mates for the erectian

In connection with my memorandum of the 
16th instant respecting the Qu'Appelle Industrial 
school,I beg to say that as it is not the intention 6f 
the Department to rebuild at present,temporary pro- 
visiom will have to be provided for the 225 pupils 
now in attendance and Rev.Father Hugonnard estimates 
that the sum of $1570.00 will be required for the 
erection of a temporary building for the girls,who 
are now housed in the church. In addition to this 
bedding and clothing to replace that destroyed in the 
fire ,amounting to $1500.00 will also be wanted to put 
them through the winter. See Exzempex Father Hugonnard 
estimate dated 29th June last on No.21A of this fyle, 
If funds can be found out of this year*s estimtes 
provision should,I consider,at onee be made for the 
purposes above set forth,as it would,I consider,be mm 
most unfortunate to break up the school now, The 
children would have to be sent home which is not 


advisable, If the Department agrees to this expend- 


iture,the Indian Commissioner would be the proper 


officer ta direct how it is to be made, 
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As for the spread of the disease on the Reserve that is a matter, 
the responsibility for which I think, rests with the authorities 
on the Reserve, 

I know it is a commonly accepted view that the Indians 
were free from cons mption until their contact with white men 
and the sending of their children to the schools. On the other 
hand I was told lately by Dr. Bell o innipeg, an eminent auth- 
ority on bacteriology,that in all cases scrofula pus contains 
the cerms of tuberculosis and I am informed by those who have 
had most accurate knowledge with reference to Indians that they 
had scrofula before the contact with white people. If this is 
a fact and Dr. Bell's contention is correct ,we can hardly blame 
contact with white men for eonsumption among the Indians. 

In conclusion I must say that Mr. Tucker's letter, 
written as he asserts to prejudice the case of re-building the 
Qu'Appelle School, seems to me decidedly ungenerous and contains 
rather extravagant charges against Industrial Schools with a 
very slim basis. It seems most unfortunate that in the Indian 
service there should be men with a disposition to lay such 
serious and ill-founded charges at the door of sister institu- 
tions.

Here again, considerable is 
taken for granted when Mr. Tucker makes the statement that he 
died of consumption.

nore effective than in the majority of the Boarding Schools. 
In our School we not only watch the pupils carefully to detect 
the first indications of disease, but every boy and girl in 
the institution is weighed in their night dress once a month 
and a record of such weishts, together with height and chest 
measurements is kept in a book provided for the purpose. The 
Matron and Assistant-Principal, who make these weights and 


measurements, turn in to me a record each month of all losses

in weight since the previous month. The condition and habits, 
appetite &c. of those who have lost in weight are carefully 
noted,and steps taken by means of alteration of diet, fresh-air. 
tent treatment and change of work, to prevent further loss and 
bring about recovery. If there is any suspicion of disease 
the Doctor's attention is called on the occasion of his next 

@ makes a careful examination and if necessary 
prescribes medical treatment, 

By these precautions and good circulation maintained 
in the main building and dormitories and the use of four large 
tents, (two for boys and two for girls) I am satisfied that we 
are not only providing more favorable conditions for our pupils 
than most Day or Boarding Schools, but conditions very much 
superior to those existing in their homes on the Reserves. 

In spite of all these precautions, of course, it is 

that from time to time cases of consumption develop in 


the School. Where there is any suitable home to which to send 
the ppil we ask leave of your office to send the upil home. 
ure are cases, however, in which it is impossible to send 
the pupils home because of their family circumstances, but in 
all cases where they are retained in the School they are kept 
separated as far as possible from contact with the other pupils 
and every precaution taken to prevent contagion.

Two years ago this summer I had the promise of 
two pupils from Okanaise Reserve who were to be brought to the 
School the following Christmas. Before Christmas time came 
one of them had taken sick and on that account neither of the 
girls was brought. Before spring the sick one died of con- 
sumption and subsequently the other sister was reported as 
having contracted the disease. Last autumn two pupils were 
promised me from Pipestone Reserve and I was lamenting that 

mM 
owing to ifability to get to the Reserve late in the fall the 

A 
pupils were not secured. This summer, howev er, I found tha 
both these children had died of consumption on the Reserve, 
These children had never been at any School and I am not aware 
that they had any contact with any pupils who had been at 
school, 
ave seen in my predecessor's correspondence a letter 

from the Commissioner's office in answer to a report made by 
the late lir. McLeod on this subject, in which he had made a 
comparison of the mortality in this Industrial School with the 
mortality of children on the Heserves;and apparently in the 
opinion of the Commissioner a rood case had been made out in 
favor of the Industrial Schools from a health standpoint. 

Regarding sending children home from the Industrial 
Schools with consumption, since apparently that is the disease 
r. Tucker has reference to, it is an easy matter for Mr. Tucker 
to call ns % crime. There are others who consider it a wrong 
policy to retain them in the School aft r they have contracted 
the disease. am somewhat at a loss to know therefore, how 
a policy can be adopted that will suit all parties. In the 
majority of cases parents pledge us to send their children home 


in case of sickness, and there seems to be no choice in the matter, 
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As for the spread of the disease on the Neserve that is a matter, 
the responsibility for which I think, rests with the authorities 
on the Reserve. 

I know it is a commonly accepted view that 
were free from cons mption until their contact witt white men 
and the sending of their children to the schools. On the other 
hand I was told lately by Dr of Winnipeg, an eminent auth- 
ority on bacteriology,that in all cases scrofula pus contains 
the rerms of tuberculosis and I am informed by those who have 
had most accurate knowledge with reference to Indians that they 
had scrofula before the contact with white people. If this is 
a fact and Dr. Bell's contention is correct,we can hardly blame 
contact with white men for eonsumption among the Indians. 

In conclusion I must say that Mr. Tucker's letter, 
written as he asserts to prejudice the case of re-building the 
Qu'Appelle School, seems to me decidedly ungenerous and contains 
rather extravagant charges against Industrial Schools witha 
very slim basis. It seems most unfortunate that in the Indian 
service there should be men with a disposition to lay such 
serious and ill-founded charges at the door of sister institu- 
tions.

I can only deal with the case of Joseph 
Road (and in consaquence of the destruction 
in the fire of many of our booxs not in 
current use I am rather handicapped,)Joseph 
Road ex-punil No 254 did not die hers,as 
stated by Mr Tucker,but was reported to me 
as having died on the reserve the year after 
his discharge;:whi was granted in conssedqu 
ence of the persistant? demands of his 
parents to have him home to assi 
Joseph Road was always a delicate boy but 

inférmarian,myself a th recollec 
was never on our sick lis sopies of our 

iart&ly School Retu r e ti years

In connection with Mr Tuckers statement 
I would refer to an investization that I 


recollect ¥ made some years ago by the 
Indian Commissioner.

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Indian Commissioner comparing the de@th rate 
of children attending Industrial Schools 
with that of children on the Reserves who 
had never attended such schools and I beli- 
eve the latter was found to be about three 
times as high as the death rate in ths Indu- 
strial Schools;:and that of such schools the 
Qu'Appelle Industrial was shown to be the 
healthiest. 

Mr Tucker is evidently strongly in favor 
of Day Schools on the Reserves as against 
any school off the Reserves and seems to 
Suggest that by allowing children to only 
attend Day Schools so situated would be the 
means of protecting them and the other 
members of the Band against consumption-. I 
I have had some sxperience among Indians, 
having been over thirty years in close 
contact with them,living in their encampment 
while engaged in the Ruffalo hunt,as well as 
on their reserves,extendin= over an area 
from Lake Winnepgosis to the Rocxy Mountains 
and from the United States to a considerable 
distance North and I have always found 
consumption the prevalent disease amongst 
them.-Mr Tuckers Reserve must have been the 
exception to all other Reserves as regards 
the health of the Indians,and perhaps his 
knowledge of Day Schools on Reserves is 
limited to the one Mrs Tucker teaches. |! 
bléfeve the Indian Department both of Canada 
and the United States did not find the Day 
School system a success towards the civiliz- 
ation and progress of the Indian Children 
attending them. In this district the Dept 
has done away with Boarding Schools and Day 
Schools on Standing Buffale's,Pasquha,Piapot 
the Assiniboine and Poor Man's Reserves 
sending the children to Qu'Appelle and Regin 
Industrial Schools.The future progress and 
civilization of the Indian children is 
largely dependent on an environment of 
civilized and industrial life,not usually 
found on the Reserves and no where should 
conditions more condusive to the desired 

end 
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end be found than in Industrial Schools 
situated off the Reserves in Prosperous 
arioultural districts- 

In Boarding Schools on or near the Reserve 
the children are usually so much in contact 
with their relations that they petain much 
of the old tribal supertitions and mode of 
thought and hear the lamentations of their 
elders for the good old days,when there was 
no Indian Agent or Farm Instructer to bother 
them about work,and when they did not have to 
till the land,maxe hay,or feed cattle,but 
could steal horses,fight,hunt buffalo,feast 
and danoa. It has been frequenty) been romar- 
xed by oersons comp€tent and in a position to 
judge and also stands to reason,that as a 
general rule pupils educated away from the 
Reserves and only seeing their relatives for 
a limited period each year have more progre 
-ssive ideas and are more ambitious than thos 
permanently residing on the Reserves. 

I understand that the objections to 
Industrial Schools are the cost of maintain- 
ing them,the difficulty of recruiting and the 
uselessness of the Indians learning trades. 

As to cost-the Qu'Appelle Industrial has 
always cost less than the Industrial Schools 
in the United States,where it would be 
natural to expect the minimum cost as many 
of the schools are larger,freight rates and 
the cost of every thing except beef and flour 
is lower and there are better opportunities 
for disposing of surplus products. 

This school has a record of being 
expensive of similar schools in the 
believe. 

As regards recruiting,this is oertainly 
diffioult,but if the Department enforced the 
law as regards Indian children attending 
school,I am confident there would be no 
difficulty in maintaining our number complete 
inder the present cirstumstances we seldom 
fall shert of 225. Our success in keeping up 
our attendance is largely due to the central 
location of this school with regards to the 
surrounding reservas,the school being on a 


main road from the reservesto another and 
near the bridge crossing the Qu'Appelle Rive 


As 
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As regards trades. The educational tendenoy 
of the day for the poorer classes of white 
people is extending more and more on techinal 
and industrial ligms;if this is an advantage 
in equipping people who live in an enviorment 
of active industry and progress for the battl 
of life the necessity for such instruction 
must be far greater for our Indians whost 
entire mode of life has been changed to make 
them self supporting-You can see by our 
monthly trade instruction returns that our 
shops are active industries,and that the 
aggregate earniggs amount to a considerable 
sum,and the class of work done is of a mos¢ 
varied and practical kind 

No intellegent personwill deny that a 
xnowledge of carpentery is a great help on a 
farm- Our carpenter shop besides doing all 
the work for the schools,erecting temporary 
buildings and making alterations after the 
fire,earned in cash for work preformed for 
outsiders over $2000.00 during the past fisc@ 
year. At present our carpenters are building 
an Agents house,a Farm Instructor's house 
and a barn 50 x 60 on reserves in the 
Qu'Appelle Agency.We are building a Church af 
Indian Head and would have taken other 
contracts had we not hoped to be fully emolo 
-yed rebuilding our own school. Besides 
building and carpentry work all kinds of 
repairs are done to rigs and farm machinery 


from threshing machines down, and new vehicl¢ 
are made for customers. 


The Blacksmiths and Tinsmiths repair any 
thing from engine boilers to tin kettles. 
Shoemaing,Harness maxing and repairing are 
useful industries any where though as very 
few will follow them as a means of a liveli- 
hood,boys are not kept at these trades long 
as a rule,Various boys do Painting and Baking 

The trades combined with our farm and 
gardens which are second to none in the 
Yerritories form an environment of varied 
interests,industry and progress that cannot 
help but be most benfficial to the Indian 
youth. 
After the Indians of Canada passed under 


the British Crown which became responsible 
for 
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for their welfare,the representatives of the 
Crowa often urced the Government to continue 
the industrial training commenced by the Jesufj 
Fatfers:as may be seen in the official docum- 
ents in the Indian Nepartmont at Ottawa. 

The mistake often made in judging Industr- 


ial Scheols is that too much is expected from 
ye 


the first generation. Pupils frequently retur 
Reserves where little or no interest is taken 
in them and have to struggle along as best 
they can;where an interest has bee®-taken 
graduates as 4 rule do well. Indians are indo 
lent,careless of the future and easily infludéé 
by their surroundings.Unless graduates are 
properly handled immediately on their return 
to the Reserve they are apt to retrograde mor 
or less and the schools aro to blame. We ave 
many graduates,who having been propeoly hand- 
led on leaving school,varticularly at File 
Hills are becoming large and successful 
farmers. 

I contend that an Industrial School conven 
iently located for the Reserves and properly 
managed does mucti more efficient work than 
Boarding Schools; which are again much better 
than Day Schools, and I would point out 
further that with the rapid settlement in this 
district increasing opportunities for earning 
a living by following thair trades will be 
offered to graduates wishing to do so. 

As Mr Tucker refers to the rebuilding of 
this School,!. would as you to have in mind 
the facts,that twenty years experience has 
proved the healthiness of this location;every 
one knowing it commentg on its natural beauty 
and the splendid water priveleges we enjoy; 
that we are in one of the largest and most 
progressive farming districts of the West. 
that when the School was established by an 
Order-in-Counc-il Archbishop Tache presented 
the Government with Six hundred aores of land 
for its location;sthat the Lebret Mission paid 
$625. for the right to the piece of land, 
which is now the site of what is left of the 
School buildings,and that this site and the 
600 acres of land were handed to the Governmt 


for the special and exclusive purpose of 
having 
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having an Indian Industrial School,that ths 
trade shops,granaries,barns,laundry,store 
rooms and other out buildings remain are 
worth about $12000,that the stome and picke 
fenoes,wire fences,shrubberies gardens and 
farming and pasture lands are being worked 
and cared for as usual and are 4 valuable 
asset,that we have about 220 children in 
actual attendance whose parents would rathe 
take them home than send them elsewhere, 
thad’ though called an Industrial School 
the name Indian Agricutural School would be 
more appropriate as the trades are subordin 
-ate to farming,which is our main feature, 
that we have over three hundred aores of 
land under cultivation and ocultavate it on 
the most approved lines in vogue on the 
Experimental Farm at Indian Head which is 
our nearest station on the Railway,that all 
the different branches of mixed farming are 
taught,the girls learning milking, dafying 
and poultry raising.We have 75 nead of 
cattle and horses and 67 pigs,and that this 
school has I believe always given the 
Department and Public sufficient satisfao- 
tion ik 6@omomy of management,number in 
attendance,progress,and efficiency,to 
justify its being rebuilt,especially as the 
conditions on the Reserves from which we 
draw vupils and the rapid development of 
the country adj@cent to them,owing to 
imoroved railway facilities are exerting 
sowerful influence towards vrogress and 
civilization among the Indians and will 
present opportunities hitherte nonexistent 
for the practical utilization of their 
trades by our graduates,in the vicinity of 
their homes,and even on the resepves them 
selves,where increased farming operations 
and prosperity will create 4 demand for 
skilled labor. It is no¢é expected that all 
the boys will fellow the trades they were 
learning at the school except the farming. 
The trades we have are all required for the 
institution the boys are working at it, leary 
to do their own work and several of our

boys do their own blacksmithing,carpenterin 
and 
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and shoemaking on the Reserves.The work done 
in the shops oreate around the pupil that 
atmosphere of industry which is a very impor 
-tant factor in their education and whioh

Referring to your letter of I3th. June last, cover- 
ing copy of letter from Mr. or Mrs. W. R. Tucker, of 
Moose Woods, calling attention to result of observations 
of Indian children from the Day School on the Indian Re= 
serve there, who have attended Industrial Schools, and 
have returned to the Reserve with the seeds of consump- 
tion and spread the disease amongst the other Indians, 

I beg to say that a copy of the Tucker letter was for- 
warded to each of the Principals of the Industrial Schools 
mentioned therein, and a report asked for on same, copies 
of which are placed herewith for the information of the 
Department. 

The reports of the Principals to a large extent 
break the force of the Tucker charges. At any rate the 
range of observation on a small reserve like the one at 
Moose Woods is too limited to warrant the general con- 
clusion that the attendance of Indian children at Indus- 
trial Schools tends to spread consumption both at the 
schools and on the reserves. There is much truth in the 
remark of Rev. T. Ferrier, of Brandon School, in his re- 
port at page 3, to the effect that poor orphans with no

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one to take care of them or unmanageable individuals that 
the reserve is well without--and I may add somewhat sickly 
children--are the recruits most easily obtainable on the 
reserves, hence they find their way into the Industrial 
Schools. 

I attach great weight also to the statement of Rev. 
Father Hugonard, Principal of the Qu'Appellie School, made 
on page 2 of his report, and which agrees pretty much with 
my own previous information witi respect to disease amongst 
the Indians. Father Hugonard says:- "I have had some experi- 

“ence among Indians, having been over thirty years in close 
“contact with them, living in their encampment while engaged 
“in the Buffalo hunt, as well as on their reserves, extend= 
“ing over an area from Lake Winnipegosis to the Rocky Moun= 
“tains and from the United States to a considerable distance 
“North and I have always found consumption the prevalent dis- 
“ease amongst them. Mr. Tucker's Reserve must have been the 
“exception to other Reserves as regards the health of the 
"Indians, and perhaps his knowledge of Day Schools on Reserves 
“is limited to the one Mrs. Tucker teaches". 

The Principals of Regina and Qu'Appelile Industrial 
Schools refer to @ comparison said to be made by the Indian 
Commissioner some years ago as to the mortality in Indian 
Industrial Schools and of children on the reserves, and that 
it was highly favorable to the Schools. This is a misunder- 
standing; there was no real comparison instituted, though 
in 1899 I had the average percentage of deaths in Industrial 
Schools made out and it was all alarming. I have re- 
cently had the reports of such schools gone over for the five 
years beginning with 1898-9 and ending with 1902-3, and find 
that the average mortality was 4 per cent. Then I took pay= 


sheet

pay-sheet returns for the year 1902 of ten of the Indian 
Agencies from which most of our school pupils are taken and 
found that the mortality of the children of the bands of the

said ten Agencies apoumict—eo 4.40 per cent. As I consider 
I902 was an average year, the comparison is not unfavourable 
to the Schools. Indeed, I have reason to believe that con 
sumption and other diseases are just as prevalent and fatal 
on the Reserves as in the Schools. 

But as Rev. Mr. Ferrier, Principal of the Brandon Indus- 
trial School, points out on page 2 of his report, what is to 
be done with the pupils who develop consumption in an Indus= 
trial School ? They should not be kept where there is danger 
of contaminating the whole school. This is very true, but 
it is equally undesirable that they should be sent home to 
the reserve to spread infection there. It appears to me that 
it might be a practical solution of the difficulty to turn 
one of our Industrial School buildings, which is not con 
veniently situated for getting recruits, into a sanitarium for 
consumptive Indians from the schools and the reserves, to 
give them proper treatment and prevent the spread of the dis- 
ease. We are paying almost as much for board and treatment 
at hospitals now, as would support a4 medical attendant, two 

three nurses and provide supplies for such a sanitarium.

The Rev. Father Hugonnard, to whose statement the 
Commissioner attaches great weight,in his report makes a very 
strong plea for the re-building and continuance of the Qu'App- 
elle Industrial School and sets forth his reasons in favor of 
industri&l education for Indians in a very able manner which 
are also endorsed by the Ref. T. Ferrier, Principal of the 
Brandon Industrial School who made a separate report on the 


subject of the spread of tuberculosis and the re-building of 


qu’Appelle School. 


Mr. Sinclair of the Regina School has also reported 
and an extract is enclosed from letter of Principal Rice of 
the Red Deer Industrial School dealing with Mr. Tucker's letter. 
These reports awe dealing with the gread of consumption and

On examination of the plans and specifica— 
tions of the proposed Qu'Appelle Indian Industrial school 
for the purpose of making estimate of cost and reporting 
on same, I find that the plans and specifications are in 
a very incomplete state, and it would be impossible to make 
an accurate estimate, without additional elevations and 
sections of main building and front and side elevations, 
and section drawings of smaller buildings , as well as some 
of the detail drawings, and a complete specification 
covering every portion of the work. 

The heights of the ceilings in specifications 
do not agree with the elevation, and the windows are not at 
the correct heights to allow for proper lighting of class 
rooms, and in many ways the plans and specifications are at 
variance. 

The chimneys for boiler and heating appara- 
tus are not of sufficient capacity to ensure efficient re- 
sults. 

The cost of a solid brick building would not 
be any greater than a veneered building, it would also be 
much safer in case of fire, and more durable and substantial 

I would recommend that complete plans ® 
specifications and details be prepared (using the present 
Plans as a basis) by your Department, before starting the 
work either by day labour or contract, as properly prepared 
Plans, etc., cost less than alterations, and ee more satis 
factory.

I beg to attach herewith the Ustimates 
for requirements at the Qu'Appelle Indian Residential 
School for the fiscal year 1928-29, and would recommend 
that they be approved. 


I would point out that this is a very 
large institution and in the past I feel that we have 
been more or less neglecting the upkeep, and this should 
not continue. This year I have had the exterior of 
the building re-painted. It would have been better 
had it been painted two years ago. The money which 
we are now asking for is to do inside work. 


With regard to the laundry, this is one of the 
most unsanitary and inadequate laundries we have at 
any of our schools in Western Canada. It was built 
at a time when the Department did not indulge in modern 
laundry machinery. The building is not fit fora 
laundry and I am asking for a new building, with 
equipment. 


fhe outbuildings asked for are badly 
needed and, I believe, were allowed at one time.

I beg +6 inform you that d-was at the Qu'Appelle 
School last week, ‘This is the first visit that has been 
made to this institution by me since last Fall. I find that 
the plumbing throughout the building is in a very bad state 
of repair and requires a general overhauling.

According to the information I have re- 
ceived from Reverend Fr. Leonard, work on the laundry 
could not be delayed.

Mr. Graham has 
refused to renew the flues this spring. 


The Sisters would not consider my proposition.

I have not yet had any official 


instructions from the Department regarding the new laundry 
which is so very badly needed at the Qu'Appelle Industrial 
School. An item was placed in the Estimates to provide 
for this, and, as you know, there is no place in the West 
where the need for a laundry is greater than at this 
institution. Before your visit to the school, complaints 
were made by the Indians to the effect that their children 
were contracting colds and sickness by working in the present 
laundry, and while this may be an exaggeration, the fact 
remains that it is really not fit for people to work in, 
especially in the wintertime. 


There has been an amount of $4000.00 
e@llowed for a Farmer's residence at the Portage la Prairie 
Indian Residential School, which is not needed this year, and 
probably & saving will also be effected at other points and I hope 
that it will be possible to find funds with which to supply 
this laundry.

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Re the hot water service system in the Lebret indian 
school. Having made & thorough canvas of the situation, we 
find that there are three separate units whicn means three 
jackets, 3 tanks and tunree fires to look atter and even when 
working at their full capacity, which is very seldom, they 
are totally inadequate to supply sufficient hot water. he 
jacket heaters are done now and will require to be replaced 
also two or tne tanks. whe lite of these jacket heaters will 
be about one year, in fact in most cases similar they are 
stopped up with alkali in six montns continuous service. 

We would recommend the installing ot a small low

The classroom floors were untidy in the boyé' 
department, but this could be understood, as it would be almost 
impossible to keep them clean owing to the muddy condition of 
the yards. I found their playroom and their lavatory in 4 
dirty condition, and there is no question that there has been 
neglect in supervising the boys during the hours of recreation. 
The supporting posts in the playroom are all hacked with knives, 
and the walls, within and without, have been written on. In 
the boys' lavatory the seats of the toilets have been wrenched 
off, one bowl is missing and another has been broken, (I found 
out that this had been done deliberat&ly by a boy, with a bar 
of iron), and there was an accumulation of dirt on the wash 
basins and urinals which, in my opinion, is the result of 
neglect for months past. I expressed my disapproval of these 
conditions very strongly to the Principal, and also to the 
senior boys in their classroom, in the presence of the 
Principal and the teacher, and I trust that my visit will have 
the effect of bringing about a better state of affairs in this 
department.

The fire alarm is in good working order, 
although the battery is poor and will not retain its 
charge. A new battery should be provided. Fire 
extinguishers are placed throughout the building, also 
fire axes. The four large red painted Pyrene fire 
extinguishers, supplied some three years ago, are 
leaking and useless, The material in these cans does 
not stand up and they appear to rust roume renee the 
bottoms. Four new ones are needed. Fire drill is 
ovserved regularly and all fire escapes are in good 
condition. No doors or windows are locked leading to 
the escapes. This school, as the Department is aware, 
is one of the older buildings, but all fire apparatus 
is in good condition and the arrangements for fire 
escapes are splendid. A night watchman is kept. 


The furnace rooms are small. In two of these 
rooms the smoke pipes leading from the furnace is almost 
burned through in places and should be renewed. A fire 
might easily be started should the pipes take fire and in 
places they are xtxpxeementooiecex almost as thin as 
brown paper. 


The laundry is well equipped and is operated 
one day a week.

The heating unit in the girls’ building was a 

Bright-Idea* Gurney boiler installed in 1919. On Thursday last 
the top row of tubes burst, which put the heating unit out of com- 
mission. I at once proceeded to get full details of the repairs 
required and an estimate of the cost and on the 12th instant wired 
for authority to have the boiler repaired. In the meantime the 
girls beds were removed into the main building and two heating 
stoves installed in the girls’ building to keep the pipes from 
freezing. Watchmen were kept in the building continually through- 
out the night and day. The Principal was very anxious regarding 
the safety of the building and visited it every two hours during 
the night to see that the man was on the job and everything safe. 
On Sunday morning he administered communion to the pupils and at 


- ubout 6.30 a.m ~ 
Dr. Harold W. MeGill, 
Deputy Superintendent General, 
Dept. of Indian Affairs, 
Ottawa. 
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, 6.30 a.m. the Sister in charge of the girls, in passing 
through the girls' building, noticed smoke coming Gut of a room 
adjoining the passage. There was no heating unit in this. room 

and the belief is that the fire was caused through a short circuit 
in the lighting wires. I may say that this building hes been 
infested with rats during the past few years and it may be quite 
possible that the insulation on the wires was chewed by them. The 
pipes from the heating stoves which had been installed did not 

pass through any of the rooms, but were installed in the corridors. 
After making full enquiry into the circumstances, it would appear 
to me that very full precautions had been taken to insure the 
safety of the building. The pupils were all up and dressed, having 
attended the morning service in the Chapel, and immediately upon 
the alarm being given the fire fighting equipment was put in 
operation. This consisted of hose attached to the pressure tanks 
and fire extinguishers. The people from the Village of Lebret, 

the Lay-Brothers from the Seminary across the lake, and the Staff 
from the Sanatorium at Fort San who brought all the fire extincuish- 
ers they could gather with them assisted in making a determined 
effort to save the buildings; but, in view of the rapidity with 
which the fire made headway and the fect that the wood in the 
buildings was 4 dry as tinder, they were unable to stop its 
progress and the buildings were totally destroyed. the out- 
buildings however were all saved and a well organized effort was 
made to save as much as possible. All the records were taken out 
of the school, as well as the boys' clothing, the bedding, and the 
food supplies, also some of the furnishings. The girls however only 
have the clothing they were wearing, as their clothing was all 
stored in the building where the fire started.

The boys are now comfortably housed in the Oblate 
Fathers’ College where there is plenty of room for them. The girls 
and Sisters are housed in the Town Hall and the Convent. The Town 
Hall is quite a comfortable building. It has a large basement 
which can be utilized as a kitchen and dining room, the upper floor 
being used for sleeping accommodation. They have their mattresses, 
pillows, and bedding, but none of the iron bedsteads were saved. 
About twenty-five of the girls were taken to the File Hills School 
by Indian Agent Dodds and Wr. Rhodes, Principal of the School. 
This is a temporary arrangement. The Reverend "ather informs me 
that he will be able to carry on with some small assistance in the 
way of equipment. I have your wire this morning granting me the 
necessary authority to purchase same. With regard to clothing for 
the girls, some bulk dress goods was saved as well as several of 


- the sewing machines - 
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the sewing machines and it may only be necessary to supply 
some foot wear and dress material. I have 4 small supply of 
military clothing here which T will send to them at once to 
meet immediate pressing needs. 


I have long looked upon this building as 4 fire 
trap. The Principal has been fully aware of the difficultywhich 
would be experienced should & fire break out and I am satisfied 
he has continually had this in mind and has taken every pre- 
caution towards prevention. Fire stations were established 
throughout the institution and a watchman engaged who made 
regular rounds. Records of his visits to the different stations 
were kept on file and examined each day. This, as you know, is 
our oldest residential school. There are two hundred and thirty- 
five pupils enrolled. Ninety boys are now in the Seminary ahi 
one hundred and twenty girls in the Town Hall. The present 
Principal, Father Leonard, has been in charge for twelve years. 
When he took over the management of the school it was heavily 
in debt, but by careful management he has succee n placing it 
on a sound financial basis. The loss of his school it 4 great 
blow to the Reverend Principal. Management of schools has been 
his life work and naturally he is anxious regarding what steps 
will be taken to have the school repleced. In the meantime, I 
will keep in close touch with the situation and you may be 
assured that every effort will be made to safeguard the comfort 
and health of the Indian children.

chool at Lebret, Sask., I have to say Ur. Inspector “urison 
informed the bepartment, by telercram, that the fire occurred 
on Sunday morning, the 15th instant. The main school build- 
ings were completely destroyed, but all outbuildings were 
saved, also the bedding, pi) lows mattresses, boys’ clothing 
food supplies and considerable furnishines from the main 
building. The girle who were attendine chureh at the time 
the fire broke out have only the clothing they were wearine. 


At the present time, arrancements have been made for 
the care of the 256 pupils who were in residence - 115 boys 
and 141 girls. The boys are comfortably housed in the Oblate 
Vvathers’ College, across the lake from the school, where 
there is plenty of room for them, while the cirls and the 
Sisters of the staff are in the town hall at “ebret and in 
the convent. The work of the school can be carried on ani 
it will not be necessary to send any children home.

Dear Mr. Orr:- 


Your letter dated the 30th ultimo came to hand 
on the 3rd instant and I left the following day for Lebret for 
the purpose of consulting the Principal with regard to the blue 
prints of the proposed new qu'appelle School which you sent me. 
The Reverend Sister Superior requested me to leave the plens 
with her for a few days in order that she would have the oppor- 
tunity of conferring with the Mother Provincial of her Order. 
I expected the return of the plans on Saturday last, but instead 
I received & phone call from the Reverend Principal asking to be 
allowed to retain them until Wednesday. 


When at the school I had prepared a plan of the 
old school, showing the accommodation which was provided. It is 
found on looking over the blue print which you sent that no 
provision has been made for sewing and reception rooms and it 
is thought that the classroom space is jnadequate. It would be 
a wonderful thing if you could come here personally and have a 
conference with the Reverend Principal and Sisters before pre- 
paring the final plens- I believe that the expense of your trip 
would be fully justified. You know the qu'aAppelle school is in 
a little different oleag, See our ordinary residential schools. 
It has always been look upon as one of the places of interest 
to which distinguished visitors to the Provinee are taken. It 
is looked upon more 4s 4 Provincial institution and they receive 
in consequence & great many visitors. We realize, of course, 
how hard it will be to raise the necessary funds to rebuild the 
school under present conditions, but, if it is going to be 
rebuilt, the accommodation you will agree with me should be 
adequate. 


I have looked over the site and am enclosing & roug 
sketch showing the location where both the Principal and myself

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think the school should be situated; that is on the site of 

the main building facing the same direction as the old school 
aid. The basement walls of the old building, 45 you will pro- 
bably remember, were field stone.

by the fire and it would be possible to utilize them again. The 
Reverend Principal plans to commence clearing up the debris from 
the old building 4s soon 

thought that the amount which can be reslized 

which will be salvaged will probably pay the cost of labour in 
clearing up the foundations of the destroyed buildings. I, of 
course, could not make a very complete examination, but from what 
I could see the pressure tanks for water storage do not appear to 
be hurt and the large hot water boiler which was protected appears 
to be uninjured. Possibly quite a number of the radiators can 
be salvaged. 


I am enclosing herewith the rough sketch of the 
ola building and will forward the new plans showing the suggestions 
made by the Reverend Principal and myself as soon as the plans 
come to hand.

Dear Mr. Orr:- 


With further reference to your letter of the 
30th ultimo, I am sending forward today under separate cover 
one copy of the blue prints of a sketch which you hed prepared 
of the proposed new Qu'Appelle School. 1 regret having held 
this plan for such a long period, but this was due to the 
Church Authorities who are anxious to have the accommodation 
provided according to their ideas for requirements. I may inform 
you that the Mother Provincial of the Order of Grey ‘uns prepared 
a sketch, a copy of the blue print of which I am also forwarding. 


As explained in my letter to you of the 16th 
instant, it was thought thet your plan does not provide for 
adequate accommodation. ‘rhe attendance of the boys varies from 
103 to 120 and the girls from 12% to 145. The Sisters' plan 
shows an enlargement of the two wings and lso an extra storey 
over the kitchen and boiler room wing to p ovide for a reception 
room and extra classroom. This idea is endorsed by the Reverend 
Principal. With regard to the manner in which they have divided 
up the main building, the Reverend Principal is not in full 
agreement with the plan as prepsred by the Sisters;- 


1. The basement plan provides, in addition to the main dining 
room, & small dining room for the large boys, a dining room for 
the small boys, and in the girls wing a dining room for the large 
girls and one for the small girls in addition to the Sisters’ 
dining room, the Fathers' dining room, and the workmen's dining 
room. So many dining rooms I would imagine would make a lot of 
work and would mean a large staff. These rooms also, in my 
opinion, limit the space for recreation rooms. It will be noted 
that more space is 4 for & laundry. This is in my 
opinion & good idea, ss they require a lot of room in their 
laundry. I do not think that the basement plan requires further 
comment. 

2. With regard to the ground floor, it will be noted that the 
Prineipal's rooms have been placed on the opposite side to that 
shown in your sketch. ‘he boys’ dormitory is also shown on this 
floor, as well as the recefYption room and classroom over the 
kitchen. A wider passage is also shown connecting the wing with 
the main building in order to provide for a stairway leading up 
to the chapel. 


3. With regard to the first floor, in the boys' wing, which is 
the North wing, the Sisters’ plan shows & recreation room and 
two classrooms. ‘There is a doubt in my mind as to whether these 
two classrooms are provided with correct lighting to comply with 


- regulations.-

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regulations. A small boys' recreation room is also provided for 
and the Reverend Principal is of the opinion that this is not 

the proper place for ite It should be in the basement, as he 
thinks there would be altogether too much noise from a recreation 
room is placed on this floor. I think his point is well taken. 


4. With regard to the second floor, three dormitories are pro- 
vided and the plan appears to be very well mde. There is a 
direct entrance from the girls' and Sisters' quarters to the 
gallery of the chapel. At the boys' side there is a stairway lead 
ing down from the corridor directly outside the exit from the 
dormitories. ‘he object the Sisters have in view is to have &s 
much separation as position between the male and female inmates 
of the institution. It will be noted that several large linen 
closets are provided for throughout the building. It is thought 
that these rooms are much better for keeping the children's 
clothing than the individual wooden cupboard which it has been 
customary to provide in the dormitories. It is the intention to 
have shelving in these rooms divided into individual spaces for 
each child's outfit. I know from experience in visiting the 
schools the difficulty they have in keeping fastenings and doors 
in repair on the wooden cupboards. 


I may explain again that the building will face 
the West. The boys' wing therefore should be on the North side 
of the building, as their play ground is situated on that side. 
the Girls' play ground is on the South side of the building site 
and this should be kept in view when preparing the plans. 


With regard to the information you ask for in 
your letter, I will answer the questions in the same order that 
you place them;- 


1. ‘he existing water supply is obtained from the Lake. ‘the 
shore of the lake is about 225 feet from the building site, but 
the pipe has to be carried for some distance out into the lake 
in order to get good water. ‘The water is not good for washing 
purposes and corrodes the boilers badly. A water softener would 
correct this and would also be a great asset. i3-may-inform-you 
that-the 

2. The fuel used in the boiler is steam coal. 


3. The existing septic tank is in good condition. ‘the rough 
plan which 1 have already send forward to you shows the position 
of it in relation to the old building. With regard to the 
drainage, the Provindial Health Authorities have found fault 
with the existing system. At present the 6" tile sewage pipe 
discharges into a dry creek 120 feet from the shore line of the 
Lake. When I examined it in the fall there was a large pool of 
sewage gathered which gave off a very offensive smell. Ry 
extending this tile pipe a further 200 feet and placing it under 
ground, this difficulty would be overcome. 


4. Electric power is supplied by the VYontreal Kngineering Company 
It is an alternating current supply - 120-220 volts. 


5. Regarding the nature of the soil for the footings, as far 
as I can ascertain it is a sort of sandy gravel but quite firm. 


6. ‘The rough sketch shows the location of the old building asd 
has already been sent forward. 
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Trsuting that the foregoing information may be 
useful to you.

frame building, where they are sleeping in five deck tiers of 
bunks. Some of them have beds on top of the ceiling of the 
entry-way. ‘The kitchen is in the basement and there are one or 
two stoves with long lines of pipe on the main sleeping floor. 
The place looks very dangerous from a fire standpoint. ‘rhe 
building is flimsy and would turn in a few minutes. I should 
think, in the event of fire, there would be some casualties. 
Of course there will be no danger from the heating stoves 
until cold weather comes, as the cooking range in the basement 
looks reasonably safe. 


the boys are quartered across the lake and we 
did not seem to find time to see them. ‘hey are safer than 
the girls, but 1 am told that their surroundings are less 
healthy. ‘they sleep in @ basement and have most of their 
living quarters there as well.

I have your 314-11A of the 16th instant, 
relative to the providing of sleeping acco:modation for 
the girls, pupils of the wu'Appelle indian Residential 
School. In this connection it is noted that the 
unfinished building, which was selected by yourself, Mr. 
Sutherland of this Department, Dr. Simes, and the Rev. 
principal of the School, has, upon further exam ination 
by you, been found to only partially meet requirenents 
end that the church authorities have offered the use of 
the basement of their new stone church for dormitory 
purposes for the girls. The Department notes that you 
consider the basement of the church would be ideal for 
the purpose, that fire hazard would be reduced to a 
ninimum ond that splendid ventilation could be obtad ned. 


It is noted that it is also proposed to 
move the temporary building which was attached as an 
annex to the town hall, in which the girls re at present 
located, and attach it to the old church buiiling as 
living quarters for the Sisters in charge «nd aiso to use, 
as kitchen, dining room end living quarters for the 
Sisters, the old church which is at present being used 
for classroom purposes. The town hall, which is at 
‘present used as » dormitory, will then be used for class- 
room purposes only. 


The Department will approve of this arrange- 
ment for better living accommodation for the girls, and, 
in this connection, I have to confirm the followin 
night lettergram to you of the 28th ultimo:- 


"Reference your letter 16th, Department 
approves expenditure three thousend dollars, 
fitting up basement stone church, Lebret, for 
girls' dormitory, Qu'Appelle School. You 
arrange for purchase all materials. abour as 
far as possible done by school staff, under 
supervision their carpenter.

It is noted that you consider the fitting up of the base- 
ment of the new stone church, the moving of the temporary 
ennex to the town hall, and the fitting up of the old 
church for the use of the Sisters as a kitchen and dining 
room can be carried out for a sum not exceeding $3,000.

I am 
enclosing an encumbrance certificate, authorizing 
the expenditure of the amount mentioned thereon. 

You should obtain itemized accounts, in triplicate, 
covering the cost of all materials, and keep proper 
time sheets, in triplicate, tor the outside skilied 
labour engaged. These, you ehould attech to proper 
voucher forme, certify in the usual manner and forward 
for payment. it ghould be stated on each copy of the 
voucher that the expenditure was incurred under 
authority of E. R. No. 1050. 


It is hoped that you will be able to 
have the work as mentioned in your letter carried out 
as soon as possible end the children removed from 
their present quarters in the town hall.

That a school building is urgently 
required to replace the one destroyed in order to 
provide for the education of the Roman Catholic Indian 
children of a large number of reserves in that section 
of the Province. 

That the matter has been discussed by 
Les Reverends Peres Oblate and the undersigned and to 
meet the situation it is proposed that an agreement 
be entered into between Les Reverends Peres Oblates 
and His Majesty, ae represented by the undersigned, 
as follows:- 

MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT made this

WHEREAS the Parties hereto have had 
under consideration the rebuilding of the Qu*Appelle 
Indian Residential School which was recently destroyed 
by fire at Lebret, in the Province of Saskatchewan, and 
have agreed to the stipulations and conditions herein-~ 
after set forth: 


Now this agreement witnesseth that 
the said Parties have covenanted and agreed, and by 
these presents do covenant and agree to and with each 
other as follows:<- 


i. Les Reverends Peres Oblats for and 
in consideration of the compensation and stipulations 
hereinafter set forth shall erect at their own expense 
an Indian Residential School Building, having accommoda- 
tion for two hundred and fifty pupils, according to the 
plans and specifications prepared by the architect of 
the Department of Indian Affeirs, upon the property of 
the Party of the Second Part, on a site to be selected 
by the architect of the Department of Indian Affairs 
adjacent to the site occupied by the school building 
recently destroyed by fire at Lebret, subject however 
to the express proviso that the awarding of the con- 
tract must first be approved by the Superintendent 
General of Indian Affairs, and subject to the further 
proviso that the building shall be erected under the 
supervision and to the satisfaction of the architect 
of the Department of Indian Affairs; 


2. The Crown, in consideration of the 
faithful performance by Les Reverends Peres Oblats of 
the covenants and stipulations recited in the previous 
paragraph, agrees that when the Indian Residential 
School is completed it shall be operated and used solely 
as an Indian Residential School under the direction and 
management of the said Les Reverends Peres Oblats, sub- 
ject to all the Department's Rules and Regulations 
governing the operation of the Department's Indian 
Residential Schools; 


Se Les Reverends Peres Oblats shall 
Call for tenders for the construction of the said school 
according to the plans and specifications prepared by 
the architect of the Department of Indian Affaire as 
hereinabove provided, and the lowest of said tenders, 
if reliable, shall be accepted subject, however, to the 
approval of the Superintendent Ceneral of Indian Affairs. 
The Crown shall pay to Les Reverends Peres Oblate for a 
period of twenty-five years to be computed from the date 
of acceptation of the said tender, five per centum (5%) 
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per annum payable semi-annually for interest charges, 
and two and one tenth per centum (2.1%) per annum 
payable annually as part repayment on the construction 
cost of the said school as fixed by the said accepted 
tender, to which cost shall be added an amount 
sufficient to cover the necessary legal and notarial 
fees and disbursements, bond discount and expenses 
incidental to the loan and bond issue required to pro- 
vide the funds for the said construction, the whole, 
however, subject to the approval of the Superintendent 
General of Indian Affairs; 


The Crown shall also during the said 
period pay annually to the said Reverends Peres oblats 
an amount not exceeding four tenths of one per centum 
(0.4%) for ineurance premiums on the said school and 
annual charges of the Trustee appointed under the Trust 
deed securing the bonds to be issued for the above purpose. 


And it is expressly provided that 
there shall be applied annually in repayment on the con- 
etruction cost of the said school, not only the said 
two and one tenth per centum (2.1%) above stipulated, 
but also that portion of the five per centum which is 
in excess of the actual interest on the annual balance 
of the construction cost as shown on schedule attached 
hereto. 


And it is further provided that at 
the expiration of the said twenty-five years the school 
building shall belong to the Crown absolutely. 


4. It is also agreed that if at any 
time the Superintendent General should wish to obtain 
the ownership of the building, Les Reverends Peres 
Obleats shall transfer the said ownership to him subject, 
however, to the Crown assuming to pay to the release 
and discharge of Les Reverends Peres Oblats any out- 
standing balance on the loan made or bonds issued to 
defray the cost of the said building; 


The bonds so to be issued shall be 
redeemable at any interest date, after five years to 
be computed from the date of their issue, upon three 
months notice by the said Superintendent to the Trustee 
appointed in the deed of trust securing the said bonds, 
and upon payment of a premium of one-eighth of one per- 
cent for each half year to elapse from the date of 
redemption to the date of maturity of each bond 
respectively. 


5e It is further agreed that the Depart- 
ment of Indian Affairs will be responsible for ali major 
repairs to the building during the time of this agree- 
ment, subject to the same regulations as other Indian 
Residential Schools; 


6. This agreement shall, subjéct to the 
prior taking over of the building by the Crown, as above 
provided, remain in full force and effect until such time 
as the payments made under the terms of this agreement 
and credits above referred to aggregate the total cost 
of the building, as hereinabove specified; 
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7. Les Reverends Peres Oblats shall 
have the right to convey, transfer and make over the 
monies payable by the Crown under the present agree- 
ment, in order to secure any loan made or bonds issued 
to provide the funds required to cover the cost of the 
said construction and expenses inherent thereto, sub- 
ject to the conditions and limitations hereinabove re- 
cited, and on notice of such assignment the Crown shall 
make such payments to the Trustee for the maker of the 
said loan or holders of the said bonds and such paymonts 
in such mamner shall fully release and discharge the 
Crown from any obligation to pay Les Reverends Peres 
Oblats any payments so made to the Trustee for the maker 
of the said loan or holders of the said bonds pursuant 
to notice in that behalf. 


In witness whereof the Parties have 
hereunto affixed their corporate seals as evidenced by 
the signatures of their proper officers. 

The undersigned has the honour to recon- 
mend the scceptance of the proposals as set forth in the 
suggested agreement enabling the Grown to acquire a 
suitable building under a reasonable arrangement, and 
that authority be given the undersigned to enter into 
the said agreement. 

It is further recommended that Parliament, 
during the existence of the proposed agreement, be asked 
to provide at its ensuing sessions in the appropriations 
to be granted to the Department of Indian Affairs the 


amounts necessary to meet the yearly payments provided

Dear Mr. Williems: 


I have received and examined the 
copy of the draft agreement which you submitted in 
connection with the building of the Indien School 
et Lebret, Saskatchewan. 


In general it seems to me that the 
contract should be drawn in more precise end definite 
legal terms, and I would suggest that it would be 
desirable to submit the contract to the Department 
of Justice for their approvel from the point of view 
of the sufficiency of legsl form. In this connection 
I may say thet we meke e practice of submitting 
important contracts of this type to the Department of 
Justice. 


The most importent point in which I 
think the contract needs amplification is that dealing 
with the cost of the building. I think the contract 
should itemize the details which are to be included in 
cost, including cost of financing (details to be 
properly itemized), end that the cost of financing «8s 
well as the whole financing contract should be subject 
to epproval by the Government. In this connection it 
appears to me unusual to capitelize insurance charges 
durine the life of the building,end it would seem 
prefereble to take care of this item by periodic pay- 
ments. 


Clause No.4 should be subject to 
reconsideration from the point of view of wording and 
possibly "The Government of the Dominion of Canada" 
should be substituted for "Superintendent General" 
where this phrase occurs in this clause. 


Probably it will be necessary to 
provide for supervision of the cancelletion of bonds as 
they are peid off, though this may be covered edequately 
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in the financing contract, which will be subject 


to approval.

I have just discussed the problem of the proposed new 
indian School at Lebret, Saskatchewan, with ur. W. Murison, 
inspector of indian Agencies and with Doctor x. u Ferguson, 
wirector of the Anti-'uberculosis League of this rrovince 
and his associate vr. Syms. i thought it well to write to you 
at once and set forth our views on this important project. 


ro begin with, let me say that 1 am in full sympathy with 
Doctor serguson in his endeavour to provide anti-tubercular 
pradection for our Indian children as well as proper care for 
those now infected with the disease. dis plan of a sanatorium 
at Lebret for vatholic children in conjunction with the 
QutAppelle indian nesidential School and another at rile Mills 
for non-vatholic indian children seems to be quite necessary 
for reasons that you will easily unjierstand. i _saw tentative ) 
plans of the proposed new building for this wrk. whey are i 
suitable though quite modest and will not entail any great 
expenditure of money, about 940,000. 


we have moreover discussed togetha the main school building 
and requiremats for present needs. after looking over the 
situation from every viewpoint, it seems most advisable and 
even necessary to build according to the revised plan sent you 
by mr. Murison in rebruzry 1933. The truth is that the indian 
school population of the QutdAppelle vistrict has increased arm 
this is likewise true of other districts such as that covered 
by the Crooked Lake and vuck Lake Schools as well as others. 
Hence, it is that, although theoretically there might be an 
exchange of pupils to fill the places left by the tubercwar 
children taken to Lebret, in practice, it will be found that 
the same accommodation would be necessary as he@etofore in 
the main building. Moreover if the present revised plans were 
cut, the difference in cost would be relatively slight, and the 
result would not be satisfactory. i, therefore, most strongly 
recommend that the sanatorium as proposed by vr. rerguson be 
provided and that the revised plan sent you by mr. Murison last 
february be adopted as a suitable main building. if this can 
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be done,--and 1 am mre it can with your kind co-operation-- 
the double problem of sanitary protection for tubercular 
children and the rebuilding of the historic imiian School 
of Lebret will be sokved to the complete satisfaction of 
all concerned ami for the lasting benefit ami welfare of 
our dear Indian children. 


I renal with pleasure your kindness to me two years 
ago when 1 visited your office shorty after the burning 
of the School. 1 hope that you are very well, am that 
you may find it possible to solve the Lebret problem along 
the lines above indicated.

The Bxecutive of the Regina Builders “xchange heve 
recently hed a meeting to discuss the wage situation for the 
present year. It has come to the notice of our Members thet 
smaller contractors, not members of our xchange, have been 
p8ying ridiculously low wages, in some cases &s low as 15 or 
20¢ per hour. This has made it almost impossible for our 
Members to obtein ary of the smaller work against such com- 
petition and as a matter of fact most of the work in the last 
yeer hee been smell work. 


Despite these facts our Members feel that ho real 
progress towards recovery can be made by cutting retes to @ 
point below a living wage and owing to the length of the 
winter season in this Province, hourly rates are of necessity 
somewhat higher than in places where work can be carried on 
nearly al] the year round. 


In view of these facts our Members have decided that 
the rates set up by this Exchange last year ere fair and reason- 
able and have sdopted the same rates for the yeer 1934.

Should these rates not meet with your approval we think 
it advisable, when calling for tenders on any work, that your 
specification clearly cover the rates to be paid as it ie the 
intention of our “achange to use these retes when figuring any 
work where no specific rates are mentioned.

The Minister is in receipt of 
a letter calling his attention to the fact that no pro- 
vision is made in the specifications that labour and 
material shall be local, as far as possible, although the 
Department of Public Works is said to be insisting on this 
in connection with its work in Saskatchewan. 


The Minister's correspondent 
represents that residents of Regina are being dismissed 
from their employment on work in Prince Albert Park, under 
the Department of Indian Affairs, on the grounds that the 
work in the Park is being conducted under the Public Works 
Department and mst be given to local residents. In this 
he is apparently in error, as the work in the Park is being 
undertaken by the Department of the Interior. 


It is representec that the material 
for the Lebret School is specizied to be Canadian, and in one 
case at least - that of the bath-room lining - specifications 
call for an article similar to that produced by a Toronto firme 


It is also said that contractors 
are being told to tender for face brick at $25.00 per thousand, 
and that no brick of that kind can be had in Western Canada, 
except possibly from a bankrupt concern in Alberta, who may be 
selling its stock at bankrupt prices. Hollow tile is supplied 
in Saskatchewan by two firms. 
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The Minister's correspondent had 
entertained the hope that the contractor's would be in- 
structed to use local material and local labour wherever 
possible, but the specifications are alleged to be wide open.

I beg to submit my second fortnightly report on the progress 
of work at the above building. 

Weather continued favourable on the whole, since my last report, 
though night temperatures dropped occasionally to zero, and cloudy 
days with cold winds during the latter part of the period, inter- 
fered with concrete work. 

All the crushed rock aggregate for the job has been delivered. 

All column footings and outside wall footings are now in place, 
and concrete walls up to 18" above grade, have been poured at the 
north end of the building, from column 60 to column 2. Formwork 
has been erected for all outside basement walls except surrounding 
the boiler room and a small portion of the walls of kitchen and 
laundry section. Column steel was set in position for ell columns 
in outside walls of main building. The job was closed down on Friday 
the 23rd. inst: all unfilled forms being braced and covered up to 
prevent snow drifting into them, and everything left in good shape 
for a fast start when spring opens up. 

It is the intention of the contractors to do as much work as 
possible during the winter, on beam and column formwork, here in 
Regina, to be shipped ready for erection, in order to speed up the 
preparation for concrete work in the spring.

Two weeks age, the contractcrs began Jemolition ¢ 
old walls as were found to interfere with their plant-1a; q 
clearing away rubbish, and starting excavation fcr new footings 
trenches and basement. 

Forms were made and placed, a! sonc work commenced about 

n,m. on Wednesday Nov. 7th. This work cntinued each day tc 
Saturday Nov. 10th. The weather was clear and mild in the daytime 


with some frost at nights. All fresh concrete was covered up with 
cement sacks and canvas at the close of each day's run, and is kept 
covered until necessary to remove the coverings for the erection 
of wall forms. When work ceased at 2-30 pel. Saturday last, there 
had been anpvroximately 118 cubic yards of concrete poured, all 
interior column bases except three, and all wall footings except 
the beiler room and south end {ncluded between columns 17 and 62, 
being then in place. 

ith further reference to the foundation for eclumn 88, discussed 
when you were here on the 6th. inst: I enclose copy of letter sent 
to Messrs Smith Bros Wilson on that dey. on further investigation, 
however, it appears that if thie column were omitted and a 2420" 
span beam substituted, it would have to be 4'-6" deep, which would 
interfere with door heights in the basement. For this reason, it has 
been decided to cut out a strip of the slab over the o14 septic tank 
and put in a concrete subfoundation re-inforced with five lengths of 
8" steel I-beams, spanning over the walls of the tank.

Each leaf of the shutter is edged with a felt strip tightly folded into the metal which prevents the shutter from 
“rattling” when fan is not in use. 

The force of the air when fan is running holds the shutter open. When fan is shut off, shutter closes automatically 
by gravity. It is advisable to use an automatic shutter whenever the fan is installed in an outside wall. They auto- 
matically close the opening outside the fan at night or at any other time, when the fan is not in use.

In reply to your letter of April 30th, re- the Refinite Water 
Softener Plant in use here, 1 beg to reply to your questions 6 follows: 


le We have been using the water softener plant st the new power house 
legislative Buildings for about eight years (since 1921). Our boilers are 
in excellent shape end there is no appearance of gorrosion or scale. The 
boilers are uswmliy in servicefrom two to four months before washing out. 

On opening the boilers there is usually a thin film of sediment, which is 
easily washed out with a hose. After thie the plates are brushed end the 
inside of the drums given 4 thin coating of Graphite Red Lead and Boiled 
Oil. This is to prevent & possibility of corrosion which is liable to occur 
in any boiler where the principal load is & heating load, ani the boiler is 
fed with the returns from the heating system. 


2. We had no Yefinite “ater Softener in the old plant. The boilers 

in this plant were taken out of service for cleaning every two or three 
weeks. They usually had a moderate ly heavy cost ing of scale, which hai to be 
chipped out where accessible. The tubes could not be cleaned properly 

ani there was & heavy scale in places. When the new power pliant was puailt 

a water softener was installed at the same time. 


3. The old boilers were discarded. They were 80 badly corroded in 
places that they were cons {dered unsafe for further use. 


4. We do not experience any difficulty in foaming or priming. 


5. We have never replaced any boiler tubes or “ittings in the new 
plant except sme emall valves ettached to the water column. This is a good 
record considering the boilers have been in service eight yeers. We 
frequently had to replace boiler tubes in the old plants. 


6. It is difficult to answer this question es the saving would depend 
upon actual wndition of boilers before installing * water softener. Boiler 
scale is very impervious to heat transmission, ani a comparatively thin 
coating of scale wi 11 reduce boiler efficiency to e great extent. Tests have 
been made showing that 1/16 inch average thickness of scale will reduce 
boiler efficiency from 10 to 12%, but for a number of reasons, which I need 
not enter into, the results of tests of this kim vary considerably. The 
above ie probably a fair average.

INTRODUCTORY: 

The site of the new Indian Residential School at 
Lebret, Saskatchewan, is in close proximity to Lebret lake, 
an expansion of Qu'Appelle river and one of the chain of 
lakes known as Fishing lakes. This chain of lakes, nestling 
in the deep rugged valley of the Qu'appelle has attracted 
a number of summer cottagers and undoubtedly will attract 
mores Accordingly, the Department of Health of the Province 
of Saskatchewan desires to prevent, insofar as is possible, 
the pollution of the waters of these lakes and cuite 
naturally desires that the sewage disposal system at the 
new school be one that will not give grounds for complaint. 

The water from Lebret lake is not free from 
pollution and during the present dry cycle the water becomes 
quite stagnant and gives forth rather an unpleasant odor. 
However, this lake was the source of water supply for the 
old school and of necessity will be the source of water 
supply for the new school. It is proposed to sink a well 
within 20 to 25 feet of the waters' edge and connect the 
same by pipe with the pump house. Chlorination of the 
water supply will be necessary but it is anticipated that 
due to the sandy nature of the soil, there will’ be a 
sufficient quantity of seepage into the well to meet the 
school's requirements and that filtration will be unnecessary.

SEPTIC TANK AN ISPOSAL BED: 

The design of the septic tank and disposal bed, 
of necessity, had to conform to the limited difference in 
elevation available between the outlet from the school and 
the high water elevation of Lebret lake. Thus a shallow 
septic tank, in close proximity to the school was necessary, 
with a fairly long connecting line tc 2 disposal bec le 
desired to locate the disposal bed so that the completed 
surface would conform to the natural contour f the grounds 
and also so as to be away from tree «rowth. 

The septic tank as shown on the accom ing plan, 
consists of the usual settling and syphon chambers and is to 
be constructed of reinforced concrete, the concrete baffle 
beams being designed to support the overhead structures.

Details of the proposed disposal bed are not 
being forwarded. The proposed bed will be 128" x 200* and 
will contain 6,272 lineal feet of field tile or 23 lineal 
feet for each inmate of the Institution. Crushed rock, 
gravel and sand will be used in the building up of the bed 
in order to ensure efficiency of results.

We acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 9th, also 
prints of our drawings showing fire escapes and pipe railings for 
the above building. 

We note what you write regarding double pipe for steir 
railings but we do not think that the Architect has eny right to 
expect this. The specifications simply call for pipe rail and the 
only elevation clearly shows e@ single rail. 

We suggest as a compromise, 80 thet we may be able to give 
him whet he wants, that we furnish the double strand railing using 
£" outside diemeter pipe in place of 23" as called for. "his will 
furnish just as good @ railing and is the size generally called for. 
Also that we be allowed to omit the two riser bere for the firek 
escapes as a further help in making up the extre cost of the double 
pipe. We cannot see that these bars ere of the slightest value to 
the fire escape, to the contrery they furnish an obstruction which 
will tend to allow snow to collect on the treads. We have furnished 
fire escapes for ea number of Indian school] buildings and in #1] cases 
our work has been epproved without these riser bere although they 
have always been mentioned in the epecifications, 

On our drawing number 1] returned by you, you have given @ 
dimension of 16'=3 7/8" from wall line to edge of door opening. In 
order that this opening line up with the windows this figure should 
be 17'=3 7/8". Will you please check. Also we require distance 
centre line of column 67 to centre line column 68 and from ventre 
line column 68 to face of brick well. We forgot to ask for distance 
between brick walls where we bridge from one tmilding to the other 
on the same drawing and wish you would furnish us with this 
dimension also.

We are therefore taking it upon ourselves to get a price on 
an extra heavy tank with a brass coil and we are submitting it to you 
and would ask you to place the matter before the Architect for his 
consideration. 


We will install an extra heavy tank with a 5/16" shell, a 
7/16" convex head and a $" concave head, and fittei with a manhole

We would also like to draw your attention to the size of the 
water mains.

With reference to your visit to this office on the 
28th instant, I wish to confirm the discussion which we had 
n the matter of water supply and sewa,e disposal for the new 
Indian Residential School at Lebret. 


Mater Supply. 


I understand that it is proposed to sink a well close 
to the lake shore at a point due west of the school anda that 
water will filter through from the lake into the well and be 
pumped for use in the school. 


There will be no direct connection from the lake to 
the well and all water consumed will be subject to natural 
filtration before entering the well. 


Further, the water will be continuously treated by 
liquid chlorine. 


It may be necessary to have a direct connection from 
the lake through a separate force main for fire protection pur- 
poses, but if this is provided separate pumps and supply mains 


will be used and there will be no cross connections between 
the emergency supply for fire purposes and the domestic supply 
for washing and consumption by the pupils and staff. 


It shoulda be pointed out that the location of this 
well should be as far removed as possible from any sewage 
disposal bed which is contemplated and the Department would 
like to see this well located even further to the north than 
the site shown on your plan, say, at ¢& ance of at least 
400 feet from the nearest point « she Gisposal bed.

Two schemes were discussed in connection with seware 
disposal, preliminary plans for which were submitted. icheme 
(a) shows a chlorination plant at the south end of the school 
building with a six inch effluent pipe discharging into the 
dry creek bed some 200 feet from the lake shore. Scheme (b) 
provides for a septic tank situated immediately south of the 
school with an underground disposal bed constructed of 4 inch 
field tile with no effluent pipe leading into the lake. 


In both schemes the roof water anda other clear water 
from the school is conveyed by a 6 inch pipe to the ditch about 
150 feet east of the school and discharged into the creek bed. 


So far as this 6 inch pipe for clear water is 
concerned this is satisfactory to the bepartment, provided that 
at no time any waste water which is at all offensive is 
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discharged into the creek and that the effluent is free trom 
laundry and other wastes. 


Regarding Scheme (a), the proposal seems to de to 
retain the sewage in an underground tank and chlorinate before 
and after retention. 


The intention is to prevent any septic action in 
this tank and precipitate the solids, the latter being removed 
from the tank at frequent intervals, the chlorinated effluent 
being discharged into the lake. 


The Department is of the opinion that the quantity 
of chlorine necessary to treat raw sewage in this manner would 
be very excessive, in fact it is doubtful if the school auth- 
orities would be prepared to maintain the dose required; the 
effluent would be unsatisfactory and would not be suitable for 
discharge as proposed. Even if sufficient chlorine were used 
the effluent might be discharged into a river which had a very 
large volume of flow but it would not avoic a nuisance in @ 
quiescent lake. 


Regarding Scheme (b), the wr * expressed the 
opinion to you when I met you at the si the school last 
fall that an underground disposal bed would not prove satis- 
factory under the special circumstances at Lebret and I wi 
to repeat that view and place it on record. ‘he level of the 
disposal bed, will, of necessity, be just about the level of 
the lake water and consequently there can be little or no 
drainaze of the effluent into the ground below the bed. 
the ground above the tiles is prepared artificially with 
or eravel it will undoubtedly absorb a certain amount of 
licuid but this will gradually become water-logged and ¢ 
there may be a limited amount of evaporation ¢ 
absorption it will only be a matter of time w

We have taken this matter up with the 
sub-contractors for the metal work and they suggest that a 
steel plate would have to be flanged for stiffness and would 
be noisy if kicked or struck; would be hard to fix at top or 
bottom edges; and they suggest a plain balustrade of #" square 
balusters at 5" centres with channel top and bottom; the top 
channel fixed to 2" Pipe Handrail and the bottom rail standing 
free between posts. 


The Dominion Bronze & Iron Ltd. point out that the 
cost would be just as great for the steel plate as for this 
plain type of balustrade and we quote you the sum of Two Hun- 
dred and Fifty-two Dollars ($252.00) to supply and erect and 
paint the necessary balustrade as outlined above, for the two 
main stairs. 


Should steel plates be required, the total cost 
would be the same figure.

Enclosed you will please find in duplicate a 
blue print showing the details of the proposed piping 
for the water supply suction main and also the pipes and 
drains for the pump house addition, also outside storm 
water pipe connection and the outside sewer connection for 


the Qu'appelle Indian Residential School at Lebret, 
Saskatchewan. 


The general plan shows the addition authorized 
to the school to house the pumping plant and auxiliary 
eouipment required in connection with the water supply. 
The plan also shows the proposed location of the 3" suction 
mein water supply pipe line from the pump house addition to 
the westerly limits of the school building. ‘There is also 
shown the location of the proposed floor drain connection 
between the floor drain in the pump house addition ana the 
floor drain as shown on the general school plans in the 
voiler room. ‘This drain is necessary to provide drainage 
for flushing the pump house floor and also to care for waste 
from the water softener which it is proposed to install. 
je have shown the proposed location of a 2" cast iron pipe 
leading from the chlorinator to ita connection with the storm 
water drain at the south portion of the laundry. ‘he rubber 
tubing to carry the waste from the chlorinator will be passed 
through this 2" pipe as it is essential that the chlorine 
solution does not come in contact with any metal piping. 
The blue print also shows the proposed Grains outside of the 
building to connect between the sewerage pipe in the school 
and the septic tank and also between the etorm water pipe in 
the school and the outlet towards the creek. 


This blue print also shows a profile of the water 
supply suction main from the pump room to 4& point beyond the 
westerly boundary of the gohool buildinge It will be 
observed that it has been necessary to keep this main at 
least seven feet underground to prevent trouble from frost. 
another section shows the 2" pipe for the chlorinator hose 
from the point where it leaves the chlorinator to its 
junction with the roof drainage pipe at the southerly side 
of the laundry portion of the building. This section shows 
the pipe with reference to the floor of the boiler room and 
laundry room floor. 


Je have recently had correspomence with Mr. He. 
Dawson, Supervising Architect, Lebret School, with reference 
to the location of the outlet drains as they leave the school 
building. Under date of February 16th, Mre Dawson intimates 
that the present intention with regard to sewage cisposal

plant as required. Such an arrangement offers no difficulties 
but I fail to see any great advautage to the contructor in 
having two separate outletse it will probably be found just 
as economical for him to concentrate upon one outlet to join 
up with the sewage pipe line; the location of which will be as 
shown on the accompan¥ing blue printe 


It will be observed that the proposed pipe lines 
necessary for the water supply suction main anda for the pump 
house addition drainage passes under certain outer walls o 
the school and accordingly it will be necessary that these 
linea ve laid before the construction of the walls anc 
partitions of the building are very far advencea. 4 oulu ask, 
therefore, that you take Up this matter with the vepartmnent of 
Indian Affaire and ask for their approval of the proposed lay 
out or for their suggestions if it ig consiaered that a more 
convenient layout is rocurablee furthermore, in order to 
co-operate fully with the general contractor o the school and 
to minimize the cost of the inatallation of the water supply 
and sewage disposal systeus, it would be advisable to eive 
consideration now to the question of who is to make the 
installation of the water and gewage disposal systems. 
Undoubtedly the general contractor of the school is ina 
position to do this work most satisfactory 0 most economical 
inagmuch as he has the equipment anc materials on the ground 
and the work can proceed in close co-operatio: ith the general 
progress of onstruction. 


Only two copies of this print ave being forwarded at 
the present time but if the layout is spproved by the Depart ent 
of Inalan Affairs, we would be pleased to forward adaitional 
copies of this plan and also to forward copies of the plan to 
Mre Dawson, Supervising Architect of the Lebret School, for his 
use ana also for the use of the plumbin contractor at the 
school, who is anxious to learn definitely as to the 1o atio 
of the outlet drain for the storm drainage and also the outlet 
drain that leatmeto the septic tank. 


Referring to the last aragraph, Page 77 of the 
jpecifications, you will note that it states that all drainage 
from the laundry and kitchen shall be connected to th roof 
draina,¢@ system. Inasmuch as it now becomes necessary to pass 
all drainage from laundry ane kitchen through t! septic tank 
and not directly to the lake through the roof crainqe saystem, 
this line in the gpecifications i111 have to be altered to read 
that all adreinage from the laundry and kitchen shall be 
connected to the 6” main sewer Graine 


Detailed plans relating to the pump room, septic 
tank and disposal bed are nov practically compieve wna will 
be forwarded within the course of a few cays, together with 
a written report outlining the proposed schenes and also eiving 
tentative estimates of the cost. At the present time we are 
awaiting the detailed results of analysis of samples of the 
water from the Lebret Lake being obtained from the jaskatchewan 
bepartment of Health in order to determine the capacity of the 
water softener that will be required. The non arrival of this 
data has delayed consiaerably the forwarding ol the report to 
Ottawa.

Tne site of the new Indian Residential School 
at Lebret is in close proximity to Lebret Lake, an 
expansion of the Qu'Appelle river and one of the chain 
of lakes known 88 Fishing lakes. The valley of the 
Qu'Appelle is quite deep with rugged hills rising 
abruptly from the flats adjoining the river and river 
expansions. 

In general, after the spring treshets have 
passed, the volume of flow in this river ie small and 
during the present cycle of dry years the flow in late 
summer is negligible and the water in the small river 
expansions becomes stagnant. ‘The water being mostly 
surface, run-off is not excessively hard, but is more 
or less contaminated and is not considered safe, 
untreated, for drinking end cooking purposes. 

The old Indian Residential School, located 
on the same site a6 the new school, obtained its water 
supply from Lebret lake. The water supply for drinking 
and kitchen use was pumped from a well, situated under 
the building, while water for other purposes was pumped 
through a suction main extending out into the lake. 

The water supply in the well was undoubtedly seepage 
from the lake, but being more than 250 feet away from 
the lake, seepage wae slow and the water sup ly from 
this source was rather limited. The water main from 
the lake provided an ample supply for sanitary purposes, 
put this water at times contains an excessive amount of 
organic matter and if utilized unfiltered would impair 


the efficiency of chlorinating and water softening 


equipment. 
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surface of which will be 2' - 0" below the pump 
house floor, necessitating three steps of stairway. 
Two windows, one at either end are provided for; the 
minimum width of opening to pe 4' - 4" to permit of 
the entry of equipment if necessary. 

Il - Intake. 

It is proposed that none of the water 
supply be taken directly from Lebret Lake, but that 
a well be sunk in close proximity to the high water 
mark and used as the intake. The soil is apparently 
sandy and should this sandy soil persist to a depth 
of 4 or 5 feet below low water level, there would be 
a steady flow of seepage into the well. The water 
would be freed from suspended matter, algae growth, 
etc., thus eliminating any necessity for the install- 
ation ot a filter in the school. 

The questionsof definite location, size and 
type of construction of the intake have received 
consideration but final decision must await the 
results of tests that can only be carried out after 
the spring break-up. If at all possible it is desired 
to avoid the extension of the suction main out into 
the deep water of the lake. 

III. - Suction Main. 

It is recommended that the suction main 
between the pump and intake consist of 4" galvanized 
pipe and fitved with 4" foot valve in the intake. 
Pending final location of the intake, a definite 
location cannot be shown tor the suction main, but 
Plate No. 3 shows the proposed location from the pump 
house to the west main wall of the building and this 


portion of the line must be at least 7' - 0" under- 
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ground to prevent frost danger to that portion of 
the line not located under the school puilding. 
IV. - Pumping System. 

It is noted that the school building, while 
of fire-proof construction, is to pe fitted with 
stand-pipes and fire hose on every floor. Due to the 
type of construction, any fire that broke out would 
in all probability be confined to a limited area so 
that the measure of fire protection to be afforaed 
can be limited to the water requirements of one line 
of fire hose. 

It is proposed to install a 5,000 gallon 
per hour (wine measure) selt-oiling typhoon pump 
mounted on the same frame and V-belt driven by & 

7 HP. motor. This pumping equipment will provide 
a measure of fire protection, probably sutficient 
for the fire-proof nature of the structure. A much 
smaller pump and motor would suffice for supplying 
the ordinary water requirements of the school. 

The capacity of the pumping plent is more 
or less important because of difference in initial 
cost and also because of the cost of operation. At 
Lebret, I understand there is a substantial connected 
load charge for each horee-power installed in 
addition to the cost of power used. 

Vv. - Pressure Tank and Pressure System. 

The pressure tank will be of the usual 
dimensions 4' - 0” diameter and 16' long and designed 
to be operated at maximum allowable pressure of 100 
pounds. It will be mounted on concrete saddles and 
be placed along the west wall of the pump house. A 
small motor driven air compressor will be installed 


to maintain an adequate air pressure within the 
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pressure tank which will ordinarily be operated 
within a pressure range of 40 and 60 pounds. The 
action of this air compressor will not be automatic 
put the water gauge to be installed on the pressure 
tank will indicate when operation of the air 
compressor is required. Automatic starting and 
stopping of the motor-driven water pump will be 
controlled by the installation of an automatic 
pressure switch. The usual safety devices will be 
installed to prevent excessive pressure in the 
pressure tank in the event of failure of the pressure 
switch or lack of proper superintendence. 

It is intended that the ordinary water 
supply for the Institution will 411 pass through 
the pressure tank, but for fire protection we are 
proposing to provide an auxilisery 2" pipe line from 
the discharge pipe between pump and tank to the 
standpipe system in the school; the pressure tank 
being by-passed by means of a gate valve. This 
will permit a continuous operation of the pump and 
a pressure of 100 pounds on the fire hose in case of 
fire. 
VI. - Chlorinatione 

Tests made of the water from Lebret lake 
reveals sufficient contamination to render it unsete 
for human consumption, 89 that treatment becomes 
necessary. It is proposed, therefore, to install a 
semi-automatic type of chlorinating machine using 
chlorine gas. All water used in the school will, 
it is proposed, be chlorinated. 

Consideration hae been given to the type of 
chlorinator to be installed ana it is recommended that 


a Wallace and Tiernan machine be installed. While 
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the initial cost of machines of this make are 
considerably greater than other types, yet the 
efficiency of their machines and the servicing of 
the machines after installation, are considerations 
that are very important in connection with Ina ian 
schools. 

The chlorinator will be connected with the 
water system on the suction side of the water pump 
so that chlorination will proceed while the pump is 
in operation. The supply of chlorine to the 
chlorinator comes from 4 chlorine cylinder in which 
the chlorine is liquified by pressure. It is 
proposed to install on the outlet connection between 
cylinder and chlorinator, an automatic device, 
electrically operated whereby the supply of chlorine 
gas from the eylinder is shut off immediately the 
pump stops pumping. This automatic control of the 
chlorine feed is & decided improvement over the types 
of chlorinators this office has previously installed. 
In previous installations there is a continuous 
passage of chlorine gas from cylinder to chlorinator 
and when the water pump was not in operation this 
chlorine gas is wasted and provision must be made 
for supplying water to absorb it and to get rid of 
the resultant highly chlorinated liquid, since this 
liquid will quickly eat away any metal piping. Since 
the water pump is usuelly in operation only 10% of 
the time, there is & great wastage of chlorine. 

As a precautionsry measure, however, it is 
proposed to include in our estimates the cost of the 
laying oT @ 1s" C.1. pipe line from chlorinator to 
the storm water glazed pipe line beyond the south wall 


of the building. Through this 1#" line will be passed 
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a 4" rubber tubing to carry away any drainage from 
the chlorinator. Should further inquiry and 
information reveal that this precautionary measure 
ig not required, then the pipe line need not be 
proceeded with. 

VII. - Water Softening. 

The Provincial Laboratory of the Department 
of Public Health, Province of Saskatchewan, in 
reporting on & sample of water taken from Lepret Lake 
in February, stated that it was 29.4 grains hard, 
that it contained 4& high mineral salt content but was 
suitable for use 4s & drinking water. 

This water cannot be considered a Very hard 
water but the main constituents comprising these 
29.4 grains of hardness are such as to cause very 
hard boiler scale and similar trouble to that experienced 
at the Birtle Indian Residential School where within 
two or three years the high pressure steam boiler and 
hot water heater were burned out. It is recommended, 
therefore, that a water softener be installed at this 
Institution. 

It is suggested that softened water be limited 
to the following services in the puilding: 

(1) Steam heating system, 
(2) High pressure steam boiler system, 
(3) Hot Water Supply boiler system, 


(4) Limited supply of cold water to 
laundry and kitchen. 


It is impossible to estimate accurately what 
will be the daily average use of water in this school 
for purposes which it is suggested that softened water 
be supplied. On laundry days the use of such might 


run as high 48 3,000 gallons, while the average use 
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will probably exceed 1,500 gallons. It is proposed, 
therefore, to instal a water softener that will 
provide 1,000 gallons of water with zero hardness 
per hour and with at least 6,000 gallons between 
regenerations. The water softener should consist of 
a double unit, utilizing the Zeolite method of water 
softening. 

The installation of a water softener will 
necessitate one change in the ordinary water supply 
piping in the school and some additional piping. 

The only change in the ordinsry water supply piping 
in the school, as covered by the general contract, 
will be to connect the supply line to the poiler room 
to the water supply pipe from the water softener and 
not to the main 2" water supply pipe from the pressure 
tank. The additional piping required is 4 14" feed 
line from the supply main to the water softener, and 
a 1" feed line from the water softener from which 
shall be taken the soft water supply to the boiler 
room and the auxiliary cold soft water supply to the 
kitchen and laundry. 

VIII. - Pump House Drainage. 

To provide drainage from the pump house it 
is proposed to provide for a floor drain in the pump 
house and connect the same by means of a 3" cast iron 
drain pipe to the drain in the boiler room. Drainage 
from the pump house will consist of leakage from the 
pump, occasional flushing of pressure tank, backwash 
from the water softener and floor tlushing waste. 

Provision is also being made in the estimates 
for discharging possible drainege from the chlorinator 


through a #" rubber tube within a 14" iron pipe line 
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from the chlorinstor to the 6" glazed tile storm 
water drain at the south wall of the school. The 
location of this proposed line is shown on Plate No. 

$ that accompanies this report. This pipe line is 

to be laid without sharp bends except below the boiler 
room floor, at which bend a removable cover in the 
floor permits access to the sharp turn shown there. 
Waste from the chlorinator is highly chlorinated and 
will destroy metal piping rapidly s0 must be passed 
through rubber tubing, the piping being for protection 
only. 

ESTIMATES OF COSTS: 

In considering the estimates of costs 
submitted hereunder, it should be borne in mind that 
uncertainties exist as to location and neture of intake 
and the method by which the work is to be carried out. 
It ie also realized that officials of the Department 
of Indian Affairs are able to give ea more accurate 
estimate of the probable costs, due to their wider 
experience with equipment required in Indian schools. 
The estimates given pelow are based upon the assumption 
that the work is to be done by the general contractor 
for the school.

INTRODUCTORY: 

The sewage disposal system in use at the 
old Indian Residential School at Lebret consisted 
of septic tank and disposal bed. In recent years 
the disposal bed was enlarged and 4 pipe line was 
laid out into deep water to carry off the effluent, 
but there were many complaints about the ineffective- 
ness of the system. An examination of the site led 
to the conclusion that the septic tank was too small 
to meet the requirements of the new school and that 
the location of the disposal bed was not satisfactory. 
Accordingly, it was decided not to use any portion of 
the existing system in connection with the sewage 
disposal system for the new school, now under cons truct- 
ion. 

The new Indian School at Lebret has been 
designed to accommodate 250 children and & stafi of 
approximately 25. The average daily use of water in 
the school, will it is estimated, be 5,000 gallons and 
the sewage dispossl system 48 designed for this school 
and outlined below, is based upon the estimated use of 
water and the school population. 

SEWAGE DISPOSAL SYSTEM: 
General. 

The general contract for the erection of the 
school provides for the complete drainage of the 
building, of ell foul water and sewage and also for the 
collection and carrying of the storm water drainage to 
the outside of the pbuilding. This report, therefore, 


deals with the disposal of the sewage and storm water 
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from the points where the contractor leads the 6" 
sewer and the 6" drain pipe to the outer wall of the 
building. 

Lebret Lake and other expansions of the 
Qu'Appelle River below are now being used by Summer 
campers and of necessity the sewage disposal and 
drainage systems at the new school must be such that 
there be no offensive discharge into Lebret Lake. 
Accordingly, there can be no discharge of kitchen and 
laundry waste directly into the lake; it must be 
passed through the sewage disposal system, undesir- 
able as such a course must be. Since the roof 
drainage, pump room and boiler room drainage contain 
nothing of an offensive nature, it is proposed to 
pass such drainage more or less directly to the leke. 

The sanitary system can be divided into the 
two following divisions: 

(a) Storm Water and Boiler Room Drainage, 

(b) Sewage Disposal System. 
These two divisions will be dealt with separately. 
Storm Water and Boiler Koom Drainage: 

Plate No. 1 shows the proposed location of 
the drain pipe from the school to its outlet into 
the small creek to the south-east of the school. 
Plate No. 4 shows locations of auxiliary drains under 
the floor of the building, location of manhole, just 
outside the building and elevations of the storm water 
drain as it leaves the school. Plate No. 4 shows a 
detail of the manhole providing access to the 
connection between the 6" C.I. drain pipe and the 6" 
glazed drain pips. The storm water drain from the 
school will be sbout 225 feet in length. 


{he storm water drain must also carry the 
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combined drainage from the pump room and the boiler 
room and also any drainage from the chlorinator. 

To provide drainage from the pump room, & short length 
of drain is required to connect the floor drains in the 
pump house to the floor drains in the boiler room - 
location of this drain being shown on Plate No. 3. 
There is a certain wastage of chlorine through the 
chlorinator and as even a very weak solution of 
chlorine may be very destructive of metal pipe, it may 
be necessary to lay & 1é" cast iron pipe line from the 
chlorinator in the pump room to connect with the storm 
water drain at the manhole outside the building. A 

$" rubber tubing inserted within the 1#" pipe line will 
carry the waste chlorine. Plate lio. 4 shows the 
location of this auxiliary drain. 

Sewage Disposal System. 

The proposed sewage disposal system will 
consist of the usual septic tank and disposal bed. 
Plate No. I shows the location of the septic tank and 
disposal bed in relation to the school site. Plate 
No. 3 shows the profile of the proposed sewage disposal 
system with reference to school grade and the water 


level of Lebret lake. A conerete manhole ie shown &

short distance from the school giving access to the 
connections between the cast iron drains and the 
glazed pipe lines carrying the sewage and the storm 
wastes. The provision of this manhole is suggested 
because of the possibility of the blocking of the 
sewer, either under the school building or between 
the building and the septic tank. This manhole will 
be madé air light to prevent escaping offensive odors 
so near an entrance to the building. 


The design of the septic tank and disposal 
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bed of necessity, had to contorm to the very Limited 
difference in elevation between the outlet from the 
school and the high water level of Lebret Lake. Thus 
a shallow septic tank in rather close proximity to 
the school became necessary, with 4 fairly long 
connecting line to the disposal bed. It was aesired 
to locate the disposal bed so that the completed 
surface would, insofar as possible, conform to the 
natural contour of the ground ana also be away from 
tree growth. 

Septic Tank. 

Plate lio. 5 shows the general layout and 
details of the proposed septic tank. It consists of 
the usual settling and syphon chambers, constructed 
of reinforced concrete and with the baffle beams 
designed to support the roof and earth cover. 
Elevations, dimensions and reinforcing details are 
shown on Plate No. 5 so need not be specifically 
referred to here. 

A manhole provides access to the smell 
chamber, 3' - 0" x 3' - 6" outeide dimensions, into 
which the 6" sewer discharges just prior to entering 
the septic tank. This small chamber is fitted with 
a@ coarse screen through which the sewage must pass 
before being discharged into the settling basin of the 
tank. The purpose of this screen is to prevent the 
passage into the tank of articles of clothing, boots, 
etc., and the manhole permits of access for periodic 
cleaning of this screen. 

The settling basin is designed for a 
theoretical retention of 10,000 gallons for 24 hours 
or double the anticipated average daily water usage 


in the school. Access to the settling chamber for

sludge removal purposes is provided by two manholes, 
one at either end of the chamber. The second manhole 
has been provided at the request of the Director of 
Sanitation, Department of Public Health of the 
Province of Saskatchewan, but it is in our opinion 
unnecessary since there is direct passage of air 
between the settling chamber and the manhole over the 
syphon chamber. From the intake or screen chamber the 
sewage will discharge through a 6" pipe against & 

2" x 10" plank, supported by stirrups from the plank 
cover; this plank acting e& 4& disperser and aiding in 
distributing the sewege across the width of the tank. 

The syphon chamber is to be fitted with one 
5" anthes syphon and is designed to discharge appr ox- 
imately 2,500 gallons twice every twenty-four hours. 
Access to this chamber is to be provided through & 
manhole located immediately above the syphon. 

From the syphon chamber the effluent is 
discharged through @ 6" glazed tile drain to the 
disposal bed. Un the plan we have made provision for 
an air vent trom this drain and also an overflow 
opening between the syphon chamber and this air vent. 
Disposal Bed. 

Plate No. L shows tne proposed location of 
the disposal bed with reference to the school 
location, septic tank and the natural ground features. 
Plate No. 6 shows the general plan, sections and some 
details of the disposal bed. All elevations given are 
to the same datum 46 the school grade. 

The disposal bed, as designed, is to be 
200' x 126" and will contain 6,240 lineal feet of 4" 


field tile or about 23 lineal feet for each inmate 
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of the school. The success or failure of the sewage 
disposal system at this Institution will depend very 
largely upon the efficiency of the disposal bed and 
the extent to which it prevents any direct passage 
of the effluent into Lebret Lake. ‘The failure of 
disposal beds to function properly is usually cue to 
unsuitable soil conditions, overloading and to care- 
less laying of the distribution and feeder lines. 

As will be noted from the detailed drawings, we have 
gone rather to the extreme in guarding sgainst failure 
from such causes. 

Only a casual examination has been made of 
the soil conditions at the proposed location of the 
disposal bed and the bed as designed is based upon the 
assumption that unfavourable conditions exist. 

Detailed examination of soil conditions may reveal more 
favourable conditions and permit of some moditication 
in design that will tend to diminish the cost of 
construction. 

The disposal bed will be entirely in excavation, 
as is shown by sections marked, A, B, C and D on Plate 
No. 6. Both the distribution line and feeder lines are 
to be laid perfectly level, the bottom elevation of the 
distributor line being 87.5 and the feeder line only 
slightly higher. The distribution line will connect 
directly with the discharge line from the septic tank 
and extends across the middle ot the bed with Y 
connections every two feet alternately to the right and 
left to the 4" feeder lines, 46 is shown on the detail 
drawing. 

In preparation for the laying of the feeder 
line field tile, it is proposed to excavate trenches 


18" wide and 6" deep, the bottom elevation of this trench 
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to be 87.4. The field tile will be laid in this 
trench with bottom elevation approximately 87.6 and 
in a bed of crushed rock or washed gravel, completely 
filling the trench. ‘fhe purpose of the crushed rock 
or gravel is for the dual purpose of preventing uneven 
settlement of the tile and to materially increase the 
distribution speed of the effluent from the distributor 
line. If the nature of the excavated material is found 
to be more porous than we anticipate, the width of this 
trench will be reduced to 12". All joints between tile 
will be covered with tar paper to prevent entrance 0 
soil into the tile. An 18" layer of sandy lay or loam 
will comprise the upper portion of the bed - this 
material being hauled to the site if necessary. An air 
vent from the last feeder line will also be provided 
st the location shown on the plan. 

cost: 

Ooneideration has been given to the probable 
sost of the sewage disposal syetem outlined above. 
However, so many uncertainties enter into the construct- 
ion of the disposal bed that the figures given below are 
subject to considerable error. Our estimates are based 
upon the assumption that the materials at hand are not 
suitable and more favourable conditions may be found 
upon examination, resulting in costs considerably below 
the estimates. The septic tank is considerably larger 
than those installed previously under our direction and 
the shallow type adds materially to the cost because of 
the reinforcing necessary. 

The estimates given pelow are based upon the 
assumption that the work will be carried out by the 
general contractor for the school and in c0-operation 


with the general contract. If any other arrangements 
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are made a considerable increase in the estimates 
of costs should be made.

In reply to your letter of March 25th, re giving 
permission to use intermediate grude reinforcing steel for the 
Lebret Indian School. This job, as you know, was designed for hard 
grade steel and I do not think a change should be authorized. ‘the 
tensile requirements for hard grede steel are much higher than for 
the intermediate grade, and, in my opinion, it is, by far, the best 
grade for building work. 


When the committee was writing the City of Toronto 
concrete building by-law, they seriously considered leaving out the 
intermediate grade entirely and it was only after strong representations 
had been made by the manufacturers that intermediate grede was inserted. 
This by-law gives intermediate grade a working stress of 18,000 lbs. 
per squére inoh, which is the same 4s structural grade (low oarbon steel). 
Hard grade or rail steel bars are allowed 4 working stress of 20,000 lbs. 
per squure inch. 


There are a few building codes that give both intermediate 
grade and hard grade bars the same working stress of 20,000 lbs. per 
square inch. This, however, is not consistent with the tensile require- 
ments of the two steels which are given in the same codes. ‘These 
invariably recognize that hard grade steel is much better. 


In the Lebret job, the change should not be permitted 
unless the area of steel in each beam, joist, slab or column is 
increased by at least of. This, in several instances, will crowd the 
steel in the member, i.e., the bars will be too close together to 
permit the concrete to pass between them satisfactorily and the bond 
between the concrete and the steel will be affected. This, of course, 
will weaken the member. It is possible that to overcome this crowding, 
the sub-contractor will place the steel in two layers. This should

not be permitted in any beam which has been designed with one layer 
of steel as this will seriously affeot its strength. This condition 
can only be overcome by redesigning the member affected. 


In view of all the foregoing factors, I would 
recommend that the sub-contractors be required to live up to the 
specifications. Hard grade steel is readily available in the West, 
but, as it is a better steel, it is naturally somewhat more expensive - 
about $2.00 per ton. ‘This is probably the reason for asking for the 
change. You will note, however, that while this steel is about 3% 
more expensive, you use about 4 less. ‘he sub-contractor in asking 
for permission to change undoubtedly figures on using the same tonnage 
which, of course, is to his advantage but to the disadvantage of the 


building. 


If I oan give you any further information on this 
subject, please do not hesitate to write me. 


I wish to acknowledge the receipt today, of a set 


of plans for the Qu'Appelle Hospital. 1 will get to work on these 
at once and will bring the plans, etc-, down to Ottawa in about ten

Some time ago the question of the construction of the 
North wall of the Boiler Room was discussed between Mr. Dawson 
and ourselves. At that date we were agreed that the section of 
the wall on Sheet 12, also the plan of the wall on Sheet 12 
being the only plan and section covering this item of work, 
clearly shows the wall to be concrete wi th the Veneer on the 
side walls finishing at the North corners. In fact, when est- 
imating this job we took exactly the same view of the matter 
and figured this wall as concrete only. 


We have now received a letter from Mr. Dawson with 
copy of your letter of May lst in which you state:- "This wall 
should be 12 inches thick as shown and faced with Brick, etc." 


This well is now 12" thick of concrete and adjacent 
to it is the Coal Room showing 4 feet above Grade in concrete, 
and the Pump Room showing approximately 8 feet above Grade in 
concrete. 


This North wall is also facing on the Coal Storage 
Roof and close to the coal delivery holes, where there is 
liable to be considerable dirt and dust. 


We had arranged for a chase in the North wall so 
that the Pace Brick would return 13" around the corner to 
make a bond and obviate a straight joint between the brick 
and concrete.

They informed me that the Dunham quotation t 
them was unreasonably high, on this job, compared with prices they 
had received on other occasions when Dunham's were competing with 
other specialties. They also stated that they had found renewal costs 
to be less with Webster goods than with Dunham's and that these facts 
influenced them in figuring for Webster goods in their estimate. 

As Dunham's have admitted the authorship of the heating lay- 
out I wish to state emphatically that it may be an effective instrum- 
ent of salesmanship , but it has given us a lot of trouble on the 
Jobe The position and size of mogt of the basement radiators have 
had to be changed, because many of them collided with the location 


of projecting wall columns which they had ignoreg@¢ 
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Return pipes where shown on the walls below windows in the base- 
ent have to be fitted around the column projections with many 
éibows; tending to slow up the circulation, radiators are shown 

on upper floors where they would block up access to fire escape 
doors, and in one case there are three sets of risers and returns 
directly in front of one class room blackboard. 


Finally, I would say that a number of architects in Regina, who 
have the best interests of their clients at heart, no longer allow 
either Dunhams or any other maker of heating specialties to have a 

omplete walk-over by adopting their Special specifications, with. 
out at least considering competitive systems,(and I do not think 
that your own practice would be otherwise.) or without permitting 
alternative bids to be brought forward.

I beg to submit my sixth fortnightly report on the progress 
of this building for the period ending Saturday June lst. 

The main activities during this period have centred on the 
concrete work of the structural framing end floors, the first 
floor slab of the main building being completed on May 24th, 
the ceiling slab and outside stairway of Indian Room on the 25th 
and the-for the two main stairways from the ground floor to the 
first floor on the same date. 

On Monday, the 27th, progress was interfered with by steady 
rain, and the only work that could be done was where, under 
shelter, labourers could be removing steel floretyle from under 
concrete slabs, digging trenches for plumbers, and plumbers on 
interior pipe lines. 

On the 26th, concrete floor was laid and finished in the 
fuel room, and part in the boiler room to receive boilers, and 
on the 29th the concrete was placed in the columns, beams and 
roof slab over the chapel. 

Preparations were made on the 30th and 31st for starting to 
pour concrete at the north end of the second floor slab but on 
Saturday June lst heavy rain fell all day and no outside work 
could be done. 

At the request of Messrs Smith Bros & Wileon I enclose copies 
of two letters being part of the correspondence between them 
and the Truscon Steel Company relating to the unsatisfactory 
results of the use of removable steel floretyle. 

I wish to say that the floretyle are very uneven at the edges 
and in many cases cannot be made to fit snugly at the joints, 
with the result that when removed, roughnesses varying as much 
as an inch or more in iepth are left on the ceilings under the 
thinner portion of the slab. These can be smoothed off to some 
extent by the use of a pneumatic tool, and the contractors have 
expressed their willingness to do their best in this way to 
reduce the irregularities. 

Another objectionable feature is the discoloured appearance 
of the concrete, caused by rust and oil stains off the floretyle. 

No doubt this will bleach out to some extent as the concrete 
dries, but 1 fear there will be an unpleasant contrast between 
the exposed concrete ceilings and the white plastered walls, 
possibly involving the need of @ sprayed finish of cement paint, 
Duresco, or similar material. 

All reinforcing steel has been delivered, all window frames, 
sash weights and a shipment of wall tile. Face brick is under 
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shipment and I understand that the contractors intend to start 
brickwork about the 10th. inst. 


The steamfitter also states that the heating boilers will be 
here on the same date.

From inquiries I have made I have deen advised that on 
one large building erected in Toronto the pans provided by the Truscon 
Steel Company were refused Om account of being in a disgraceful shape. 
They then put in a metal mould on the Job and straightened and trued 
up the pans until they passed inspection. The result was a very presentable 
dob and quite satisfactory. 


With reference to the oil and rust stains I would say 
that the latter would be entirely avoided if the pans were cleaned as 
required by the specifications. O41 stains will bleach out entirely 
if clean oil is used properly. Clean mineral oil should always be 
used and applied lightly.

I have for attention your letter of the 18th 
instant with reference to the Qu'Appelle Indian School 
at Lebret and enclosing a copy of a letter from the 
Department of Indian Affairs relating to the same subject. 


Referring to the third paragraph of your letter, 
you state: 


"The actual basis on which the work would be 
undertaken would be proven cost plus 10% and 

the written offer which you are to obtain from 
Smith Brothers and Wilson should contain an 
undertaking to carry out the work on that basis". 


I would like to have it made quite clear whether 
or not the contractor is to be allowed 10% profit on the 
cost of the materials and equipment. Personally, I con- 
sider that the contractor is entitled to 10% profit on the 
cost of the building materials required but not on the cost 
of such equipment as Chlorinator, Chlorinator Cylinders, 
Automatic control for the chlorinator, Water Softener, 
Pressure Tank, Air Compressor, Pressure Switch and Pumping 
Machinery. 


While it is true in our estimates of cost submitted 
with the reports on the Proposed Water Supply and Sewage 
Disposal Systems, we figured 10% contractor's profit on such 
equipment, yet | believe the contractor's profit on such 
equipment should be limited to the cost of handling, 
installing and incidental fittings. ‘The contractor is 
unable to purchase such equipment to better advantage than 
the Government und it is preferable that such equipment be 
ordered through the Government Purchasing Agente or others 
acting for them. It is only fair, however, that the 
contractor should be allowed 10% profit on the cost of ali 
materials for the sewage disposal system. 


I would appreciate the Department's view on this 
subject at the earliest convenience. As soon as the above 
information is received, arrangements will be made to have 
the rain water drain laid out and also to have the 
contractor's estimate of the cost of the water supply and 
sewage disposal eysteme,.

Whilst none of this equipment appears to have been 
use since the former school building was burnt down, I am 
informed that it was in use up to that time. 

The washer and the extractor appear to be in good 
condition. 

In considering the equipping of the new laundry it 
would seem advisable to provide for individual motor drive 
for the several machines, in view of the highcoost of electric 
Service in this locality. If individual motors were used, it 
is likely that the present machines would need some alteration 
to adapt them for that purpose, and an inspection of them by 
& machinery expert would be advisable. 

When installing a lerge machine like the Two Roll 
Flat Work Ironer, it may be necessary to ship it in sections 
and assemble it inside the laundry as the net size of the 
laundry doorway opening is 4'-11" x 6'=54", Sllowing for 5'=.0" 
wide by 6'=6" high doors. The height is restricted by the 
depth of the re-inforeed concrete beam Supporting the concrete 
roof slab. 

The old ironer and drying racks are in need of some 
repairs, and the steam boiler would need re-tubing,, before it 
could be used, but, having a new steam boiler in the building, 
I apprehend that this old one would not be put into service.

The writer, accompanied by Mr, T. H, Burt of 
this office, was at the Lebret Indian School job on 
July 10th and llth. The location for the septic tank 
was staked out as was also the east side of the location 
for the disposal bed, Several borings were driven on the 
location of the proposed site of the disposal bed and a 
boring was also taken neur the water's edge to determine 
whether or not water could be obtained in suitable 

uantities by means of a well. 


The boring upon the well site was driven from 
elevation 89 as shown on the plans, to elevation 80 and it 
wae determined that an ample supply of water could be 
obtained by means of a well to be driven from contour 93, 
Instructions wil e *orwarded to the Supervising Architect 
with respect to the location and type of well which is to be 
constructed. 


Seven borings taken on the site of the proposed 
lisposal bed reveal soil conditione decidedly more favourable 
than was anticipated. In consequence it is considered that 
it wili not be necessary to use any otner materiale except 
those availeble at the site. It is not proposed to use 
crushed rock nor is it proposed to haul any sandy loam for 
the top covering as these materials are avsilable at the 
location of the proposed site for the dispoeal bed, 


It is quite probable that our estimate for the 
construction of the well will bs exceeded by the cost of 
actual construction, whereas our estimates for the construct- 
ion of the disposal bed are considerably in excess of what 
it is anticipated the actuel cost will now be. A little

As requested in the third paragraph of your letter 
of June 18th ~- Your File 40782-W - I am enclosing herewith 
an estimate prepared by Smith Brothers and Wilson of the 
probable cost of the water supply and sewage disposal 
systems for the new [Indian School at Lebret, insofar ae such 
costs cover the work in which that firm is interested, You 
will note that the estimate does not cover the cost of the 
pump house equipment. 


I would point out that Smith Brothers and Wilson 
aid not have access to the estimates of cost prepared by this 
office but they were requested to furnish their estimates for 
the different sub-divisions as to permit of a comparison with 
the estimates submitted from this office. You will note that 
in general the estimates of cost, as prepared by Smith 
Brothers and Wileon, do not vary greatly from those prepared 
in this office. One of the major differences was in 
connection with the cost of the pump house addition and 
alterations but this can be explained by the fact that the 
pump house addition was considerably modified after the 
date of the submission of our estimates. 


In our opinion Smith Brothers and Wilson have 
estimated considerably too high for the cost of the disposal 
bed in view of the more favourable soil conditions which were 
ascertained by borings. I also consider that they have 
estimated rather highly on the cost of inetalling of pressure 
tank, pumping apparatus, electrical connections, chlorinator 

1d water softener. 


We have not yet received quotations from firme for 
the cost of the pump house equipment but are prepared to 
stand by the estimated cost at furniehed in the report. Such 
being the case it would appear as if the original estimate 
of about $14,800. will be ample to carry out the work as 
contemplated, 


I would draw to your attention the laet paragraph 
of Smith Brothers and Wilson's letter in which they state 
that all estimates are based on doing the work before frosty 
weather and that the work should be proceeded with et the 
earliest popeible date. Furthermore, some ot the equipment 
which is required for the pump room will take several weeks 
to deliver so that it is essential that we be furnished wit!

4. POINT OF DELIV :RY

You have already been acquainted, I am sure, 
wita the fact that the Lebret School has been officially 
opened and that all the children are now in attendance, 


Last December when I had occasion to take up 
with you the matter of compensation to the Reverend 
Oblate Fathers of the Lebret Scholasticate and Seminary, 
you suggested that the fairest vay to proceed was to 
charge a nominal rent for tne time the boys were housed 
in the Seminary.- We then agreed that the sum of $100.90 
per month could be considered, if not in the light of 
full compensation, at least as sufficient remuneration 
to enable the Oblate Fathers to repair that portion of 
the building occupied by the boys of the School. 


You will no doubt recall that the old Lebret 
School was destroyed on or about +ovember 13 and that the 
boys were immediately received by the Oblate Fathers in 
their Seminary. It was on the 25th of March 1936, I 
understand, that the new School was occupied. The child- 
ren, therefore, lived at the Scholasticate for a little 
more that forty months. I am enclosing an Invoice in 
triplicate dated March 19th for $4000, which will cover 
the 40 months of occupancy at the rate of $100. per month, 


As the Oblate Fathers have to proceed forthwith 
with the repairs to their Seminary, your kind attention to 
this matter will be greatly appreciated.

Dear Mr. Orr: 


I have for attention your letter of March 16th with 
reference to the water supply at the Lebret Indian School and note 
that you consider the only solution to the problem is the extension 
of the intake out into the leke. 


It is unfortunate i d that the well has failed to yield 
adequate supply of water but I am inclined to bel ve thet the 
supply will increase with the thawing out of the cround so that there 
will be no immediate 8 of the extension of the intake. In my 
opinion the extending of the intake out into the « ater of the 
lake should only be undertaken as a last resort. 1 ake is quite 
open, the bottom eppears muddy and moderate winds cause the water to 
become quite dirty. In summer there is consit able algee growth and 
the water takes on an offensive odor. It would be nec essary to install 
& filter-ing plant and the alese growth in the water would then 
seriously interfere with the operation of the filter end also of the 
chlorinating machine. The water supply would always be objectionable 
from this source. Again the laying of an intake out into any such body 
of water, to be laid so as to be safe from frost penetration, is 
usually very expensive and very frequently is eccompanied by much 
zrief. We hed our own experience at the Cecilia Jeffrey Indian School 
ra and I am also of the opinion thet the intake at the R. C. 
hool at Kenore is broken at one or mors connections, thus 
the complaints that nd is being pumped at the

The undersigned has the honour to report that when 
the wu'Appelle Indian Nesidential School was destroyed by fire, 
Novercber 13th, 1932, it was necessary to obtain accommodation 
for the male pupils and the male members of the staff in the 
seminary of the Sacred lieart, owned by the Oblates of Pary 
Immaculate. 

The Department agreed with the Oblate Order to pay 
rental at the rate of $100 per month during the period the 
seminary was used for school purposes. A new Indian residen- 
tial echool has been completed, and the use of the sendnary 
was discontinued on March 26th, 1936. 

The authorities of the Oblate Order have requested 
that the sum of Four Thousand Dollars ($4,000.00) be granted 
them, covering rental for the use of the seminary for a period 
of forty (40) months - from Noverber 13th, 1932, to Nareh 25th, 
1936 - at the rate of $100 per month. 

Funds for the purpose are available in the )ain 
Estimates for Indian Education for the current fiscal year, 
1936-37. 

The undersigned has the honour to reconmend that 
authority be granted for the payment of the said sum of 


$4,000.00 for the purpose above mentioned.

I have for attention your letter of July 7th 
with reference to the inadequate weter supply et the Qu'Appelle 
Indian School et Lebret, Sask. However, on that date Mr. W. H. 
Wallace of this office end myself were at Lebret investigating 
the situation. 


The present source of water supply for the school 
is a well 6° 6" diameter, sunk to elevetion 80.9 at a spot about 
150* from Lebret Lake, the present water level of which is 
approximetely 86.0. Previous to digging the well, borings were 
taken and these indicated favourable conditions for steady 
seepace from the lake. The quantity of weter secured from the 
well, while considerable, was insufficient for the sohool's needs 
#0 last November a trench was excavated from the well for 95 feet 
towards the water's edze - the depth of the trench being reported 
to be the same as the bottom of the well. This trench was filled 
with «revel for a depth of 4" from the bottom, This expedient 
increased the water supply but severe winter conditions curtailed 
the seepage into the well to an extent that caused @ severe water 
shortage et frequent intervals during the winter. 


It is essential thet an adequate supply of water 

be available for the operation of this school. However, from the 
very first it has been our objective to secure an adequate water 
supply without resortine to direct pumping from Lebret lake. 
Extending an inteke out to a sufficient depth of water presents 
many difficulties and involves e larce expenditure of money. Aain 
the leke water frequently cete stirred up and becomes dirty, alse 

rowth is extensive and the water itself becomes warm and cives off 
an offensive odor. 


We heve «iven consideration to the leying of a 

ravity main from 6' depth of water to the well, also to laying «4 
pumping main from the present main in the well to a 6* depth of 
water. We have elso given consideration to the sinking of © well 
150 to 200 feet at the school, to the deepening of the present 
well and also to the excavation of an additional well. we had 
Messrs. Smith Brothers & Wilson prepare us an estimate of the cost 
of pumping directly from the leke and also the cost of drilling a 
well 150 feet. Their letter is attached. 


We are of the opinion thet had the trench been 
extended lest November to the water's edze and to e depth level 
with the bottom of the well and back filled with gravel and cley 
on top thet « sufficient supply of water would heave been obtained. 
The writer would -ecommend thet this trench be extended to the 
water's edge and be put down to elevation 80.0, be beck-filled to 
a depth of 5 feet from the bottom with cravel and covered with 
clay or loam, Beckfilling is important in order to prevent frost

I am not prepared to cive an estimate of the 
probable cost of such work since difficulties with water, 
quicksand etc. will be encountered, The distance is only 
55 feet and the width of trench at the bottom should not be 
less then four feet. The job might involve an expenditure 
equal to or more than the cost of drilling a 150' well. 


The walls of the trench mist be supported, 
pumping equipment will be required but I believe Mr. Wright 
at present at Fort Qu'Appelle, could supervise this job, rent 
the necessary equipment, purchase timber necessary, heve gravel 
hauled etc., and thus render unnecessary the engsging of a 
contracting firm with their heavy overhead costs. 


Whatever proposition for securing edditionel 
water is decided upon, I would suggest thet it be pushed to 
completion before autumn.

Reference Lebret weter supply, we have estimated to 
do the following work: 


le. Excavate from existing well to lake approximately 160 lin. ft. 
and connect pipe line to present 4" water line and backfill same. 


2. Excavate lake bottom out from shore 175 lin. ft. to depth 
below water of 6 feet. 


3. Lay 4" AntheseCast Iron water pipe from well to @ point in 
the lake totelling 535 lin. ft., with Intake Fitting and Valve 
at the end. 


4. Install additional Intake Screen over the intake and stone 
mound approximately }O* x 10°. 


5. Drive 3" plank sheet piles both sides of pipe line from edze 
of water to e point 175 feet out into the lake with 6" x 6" 
walings and 1" iron tie rods. These two rows of sheet piles to 
be 10 feet between and the whole crib filled with rock from the 
shore to a point 175 feet out. 


6. Cover the remaining 200 feet of pipe beyond the crib with 
rock 4 feet by 2 feet as a protective cover, 


7. Connect present line in well so that well water is valved 
off from the suction line but can be opened up if required. 


The above we estimate would cost $6,520.00. 


We also estimate to drill well 150 feet deep through 
bottom of present well and install 150 feet of 5" casing including 
necessary shoe at bottom of casing for the sum of $450.00. 


We heve no essurance thet this well would increase the 
water supply sufficiently nor heve we any guarantee that weter will 
rise to the present well level. So if the well is drilled it will 
probably be necessary to install e deep well pump to lift the weter 
to the present well and provide power continuously for this purpose. 
It may also be advisable to install e smell pump house over the well 
to house the equipment. 


If you think some of the items we have enumerated are 
not necessary or can be cut down in quantity we would be pleased to 
do the work on the same cost plus basis as the other work has been 
done.

Sir: 


On July 7th Mr. W. H. Yallace and the writer 
visited the Qu'Appelle Indien School and accompanied by the 
engineer made an examination of the water supply and sewace 
disposal systems. The principal of the school was awey in 
finnipez and due to the summer vacetion, the institution was 
pretty much shut down. The question of water supply is dealt 
with in another letter and this letter will serve to draw to 
the attention of the Depertment of Indian Affairs some con- 
ditions at the schoo] that demend attention. 


Originally our plans called for one single sewer 
line from the building to septic tank and a single storm water 
drein and while both were to be laid in the same trench es far 
as possible, yet there was to be no possible way of the contents 
of either escaping to the other. The Resident Architect 
authorized the contractors to insert in both lines in the man- 
holes, where both lines are exposed, pipe lengths with Y*%s. 
Unfortunately the Y's were not provided with screw plucs. 
Consequently some time efter the system was put into operation 
the screen at the entrance to the septic tank became clogged 
with old clothes, boots, etc., not being cleaned periodically, 
and the sewerage backed up to the nearest manhole where it 
overflowed through the open Y's into the storm drain. The 
outlet of the storm drein was blocked, probably frozen, but the 
line became plueced with sewerace. The sewerage then becked up 
into the second manhole when it overflowed throuch the open Y's 
and eventually the blockace wes discovered in the school. The 
sewage even backed up throuch the 14" pipe housing the #" 
chlorinator drainace tubing, filling the two inspection chambers. 
The screen to the septic tank was cleaned but nothine hes been 
done towards opening up the storm water drain, cleenine the filth 
from the manholes and from the inspection openinrs ealone the 
chlorinator drain. All storm water now passes throurh the septic 
tank and disposal bed. 


Examination of the pump room showed it to be 
dirty, untidy and the floor cluttered up with tools, paint cans, 
bags of salt and debris. The windows, ordinery and stom, were 
thoroughly sealed and no ventilation ellowed. The mechinery 
shows neglect. 


The Saskatchewan Department of Health reported 
the water supply unsefe for drinking without treatment, so «& 
chlorineting machine was installed. The Company making the 
installation set it in @peration and instructed the engineer. 
It was then shut off and hes not been in operation. Upon being 
closely questioned the Mmgineer offered several explenstions, 
such as the Company promised to send silver nipples and extra 
hose but did not, the chlorinator used too much water etc. The

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Company provided the extra silver nipples and 100 feet of extra 
hose free of cost and the wastage of water is not excessive. 
Theat no epidemic of typhoid wes experienced amongst the Indien 
children speaks well for their hardihood, for the staff drink 
wateyheuled from a well in the village, the water from which is 
not contamineted. 


A water softener was instelled primarily to 
eliminete the rapid corrosion due to hard water usually 
experienced with the heating system, high pressure steam boiler 
and the water heater, Unsoftened water is used entirely in the 
water heater, althouch we intended it was to be entirely soft 
water. The Engineer explained he had been told to shut off the 
soft water as too frequent regenerating of the softeners was 
being experienced, Apparently the water softener is being 
inefficiently opereted. 


The unfortunate consequencemof heving unqualified 
inexperienced and inefficient encineers in some of the Indian 
Schools are very evident at Lebret. It is not the fault of the 
individual es he probably knows little or nothing about the 
machinery installation end is required to do much outdoor work 
as well. 


The School is now mostly empty and affords the 
opportunity of carrying out the following necessary work and 
having instructions issued so that difficulties will not be 
experienced leter. 


(a) The Chlorinaeting Mechine must be in 
operation continuously and if there is a District 
Medical Superintendent, he should visit the school 
weekly to see that chlorination is effective. A 
second cylinder of chlorine should be supplied the 
school, 


The storm water drain must be cleared, even 
though it be necessary to dig down to it. The outlet 
should be lowered and protected from freezing so readily. 


The two manholes on the sewer line must be 
thorouchly cleaned end flushed, The Y's must be 
provided with screwed plugs and the plugs put in place. 
Covers are worthless as has been experienced. 


The chlorinatine drainage line must be 
flushed out and the inspection chambers cleaned. 


Instructions should be issued the Principal 
that softened water exclusively must be used in the 
heeting system and hot water heaters and that a 95% 
softened water supply must be used in the high 
pressure steam boiler. If these instructions are not 
complied with, the soft weter piping to laundry and 
kitchen should be removed. 


The Principal of the School should be 
instructed thet the screen in front of the entrance 
to the septic tank requires frequent eleaning and 
that the septic tank should be cleaned at least 
annually. 
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The equipment of the school and ite 
Operation should be in cherge of a qualified and 
competont encineer whese time would be fully 
devoted to operation and maintenance. 


The cleaning up of the storm sewer, the man- 
holes and chlorinator drain is very urgent and important and 
should not be entrusted to the School Management. It should 
not be necessary to engage a plumbing firm. Mr. Wright who 
was Superintendent for Messrs. Smith Brothers & Wilson on the 
Hospital Job at Fort Qu'Appelle, is unengeged at present, 
resides at Fort Qu'Appelle and with the sid of two or three 
men could quickly put things in first-clase condition. 


Possibly the Indien Inepector at Regina could 
underteke to arrange for end see thet the work outlined above 
is cerried out. Periodic inspection of this school will be 
advisable and unless a good reliable engineer is placed on the 
job, trouble may be expected with the operation of much of the 
equipment installed. 


In closing I might mention enother objectionable 
feature noted at the school, although it is possibly outside 
the scope of our activity at the School, The constant dripping 
of the condensation on the uncovered cold water pipes throughout 
the basement, in cless-rooms, etc. is ruining the floors, the 
linoleum, etc. and is very objectionable. Covering of these 
pipes is worthy of attention.

I enclose herewith two letters dated July 20th 
from Mr. Gow; one deals with the sewer line and storm 
drain and the other with the water supply at Qu'Appelle 
Indian School. See your letter of July 6th reference 
114-0-5. 


With respect to the drainage you will observe 
that the trouble has arisen mainly through lack of reliable 
supervision, and that extensive cleaning operations are 
necessary. 


Dealing with the matter of the water supply, 
Mr. Gow recommends that the trench excavated last November 
be extended to the waters eige of Lebret lake but is not 
prepared to give an estimate of the probable cost because 
difficulties with water, quicksand, etc. will be encounter- 
ed. He suggests that Mr. Wright, who was superintendent 
on the construction of the Indian hospital at Fort Qu'Appelle, 
could supervise the work at less cost than engaging a con- 
tracting firm.

The Department is much concerned with a report recently 


received regarding the Qu'Appelle Indian Residential School. I 
desire to direct your personal attention to the following:- 


(1) Sewer line from building to septic tank and storm 


A 


water drain:- 


It has been found that the screen at the entrance 
to the septic tank has been allowed to become clogged 
with old clothes, boots, etc. As a result, the Sewerage 
backed up to the nearest manhole, where it overflowed into 
the storm drain. Nothing has been done towards opening up 
the storm water drain nor cleaning the filth from the 
manholes and from the inspection openings along the 
chlorinator drain. 

To overcome this, the Department requires that the 
screen in front of the entrance to the septic tank be 
cleaned at least once a week and the septic tank cleaned at 
least annually. The storm drain must also be cleared and the 
two manholes on the sewer line must be thoroughly cleaned and 
flushed. 


Pump room:- 


Sixamination of this room showed it to be dirty and the 
floor cluttered up with toole, paint cans, etc. The windows 
were thoroughly sealed and no ventilation allowed and the 
machinery showed neglect. 

The Department expects that all unnecessary articles in 
this room be removed at once and the room itself, as well as 
the machinery, should be kept in the very best possible condition. 


(a) Chlorinating machine:- 
a 


The water is unsafe for drinking without treatment and,

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to overcome this, a chlorinating machine was installed. It 
is found that the machine has not been kept in operation and, 
as a result, the children have been drinking impure water. 

If this condition is allowed to continue, an outbreak of 
typhoid is almost inevitable. 

The chlorinating machine must be kept in operation 
continuously and the Department is issuing instructions to the 
Medical Superintendent, Dr. Simes, to examine the water 
periodically in order to ascertain if it is safe for drinking 
purposes. The chlorinating drainage line should be flushed out 
and the inspection chambers cleaned. 


Water softener:- 


A water softener was installed primarily to eliminate the 
rapid corosion due to hard water usually experienced with a high 
pressure heating system. It is found that unsoftened water is 
used wholly in the water heater, although it is intended that 
soft water should be used entirely. 

The Department must insist that softened water be used 
exclusively in the heating system and hot water heaters and 
that a 95% softened water supply must be used in the high 
pressure steam boiler. Unless this is done, the heating system 
will be ruined within a short time. 


The Department trusts that you will give the above matters 
your personal attention. You should assure yourself that the engineer 
is fully competent to handle the machinery that has been installed 
in the Qu'Appelle School. The Department cannot hold itself 
responsible for damage done to the system if such damage is caused 
by carelessness or incompetence of the engineer. 


I may add that immediate steps are being taken to provide 
an adequate water supply at the Qu'Appelle School.

Mr. J. T. Rose has returned from Lebret efter 
carrying out further work in connection with the weter supply. 


It was definitely determined thet the seepage 
into the present well is not from the lake and thet the soil 
conditions alone the lake shore in thet vicinity ere such thet 
there can be no infiltration into e well from the leke itself. 
Such seepage as occurs is evidently from sprin«s arising in the 
hills. This seepave is insufficient for the needs of the scho 1. 


It is unfortunate that these conditions were not 
previously determined. Borines teken early in 1935 in the 
vicinity of the well showed no clay but cravel, sand and quick- 
sand with the water at the same level as the leke. Sorings 
attempted at the shore line were impossible because of the coarse 
nature of cravel encountered. 


Please refer to our letter of April 2nd lest to 
Mr. Re Gurney Orr, in connection with the water supply. It would 
now appear that as a last resort we must extend the intake out 
into the lake. Soundings have been teken and it was found thet 
the lake bottom is very even and that an intake line approximately 
550 feet in leneth will be required from the connection at the 
present well. 


Please refer also to the estimate of cost supplied 
by Messre, Smith Brothers & Wilson covering the laying of an intake 
from the well 535 feet into the lake, Their estimate covers pretty 
much what would be involved in extending the inteke, but the depth 
of water obteineble 535 feet from the well at present lake level 
would not exceed 5.0 feet. At 800 feet from the well the depth of 
water is 6.0 feet and 950 feet from the well the depth of water is 
7.5 feet. It would be advisable to extend the pipe line to secure 
7.5 fe. depth of water as lake elevetions lower then the present 
can be expected. e do not consider covering of the pipe line 
beyond the cribwork essential. 


fe consider that Smith Brothers & Wilson Limited 
estimated cost is probably excessive, even if the line is extended 
to 950 feet. The shore line is quite exposed et this point and 
there is 8 lone wind sweep from the west with the result ice piles 
up on the shore, Protection must be provided against this condition. 
e can, however, prepare detailed drawines of the layout required. 


The water situetion at the school is acute and an 
augnented supply is essential this Autumn. e do not consider this

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able alternetive except a deep artesian well end such © source 
is an unknown quantity. We investigated a spring 4 mile away 
but consider the quentity of water aveileble from it inadequate 
and the expense involved in piping seme excessive, The Director, 
Senitery Division of the Department of Health, Saskatchewan, 
informed the writer over a year ago thet he would not approve of 
and would object to the school pumping directly from the lake. 


Should the Department of Indian Affaire decide to 
proceed with the placing of this intake it should be authorized 
and laid at once before freezing weather interferes. 


Our draughtsman is away in NorBhern Manitoba at 
present so we are unable to prepare detailed plans of what is 
essential in connection with the intake. However, we will

@ are now preparing working drawings covering 
whet is necessery for the carrying out of this work. However, I 
wish to point out that the leyinge of this intake involves unwater- 
ing work, cribwork construction, driving sheet piling, laying pipe, 
etc. Heavy equipment is necessary and men of experience must 
direct the work. Accordingly the work should be carried out by a 
good firm, such eas Smith Brothers & Wilson Limited on e cost plus 
percentace basis, with a reasonable allowance for use of equipment. 
This office will undertake to furnish the necessary plans, errange 
with a contracting firm to carry out the work, rsaintain « 
representative on the job to check labor and materiel costs, to see 
thet the work is done in accordance with the plans and to test the 
intake for leaks upon completion. 


The prepering of working drawings will take some 
deys and we will accordingly continue with their preparation and 
will await definite instructions from the Department of Indian 
Affairs as to what reputable firm or firms in Regine we shell 
contact and also shall ewait information as to the financing of 
the work.

In connection with the construction of a 
new water intake for the Qu'Appelle Indien Residentiel 
School at Lebret, I am informed by Mr. Gow that he hes 
been investigating the most suitable method of having 
this work carried out and recommends that arrangements 
be made for that purpose with Mr. J.Re Paget, General 
Contractor of Winnipeg and Regina. 


Mr. Gow hes been in touch with Mr. Paget 
and discussed the proposed design of the intake with 
him and his superintendent in Winnipeg. Both these 
gentlemen are quite femilier with conditions at Lebret 
and in Mr. Gow's opinion the firm of J.R. Paget is 
specially equipped to construct the intake expeditiously 
and is prepared to take special precautions for the pro- 
tection of the pipe line egainst ice pressure conditions. 


Some weeks ago the price for the construction 
of the inteke as then proposed was obteined from Messrse 
Smith Brothers & Wilson of Regine, the price being $6,520, 
The intake as now proposed is approximately double the 
length of the one considered by Smith Brothers and Wilson 
and is of a much more stable type of construction, Mre 
Paget offers to carry out the work for a total cost of

In connection with the water intake construction 
at Lebret, Saskatchewan, we were advised by Mr. J. A. McCowan of 
Summerberry thet Lebret is not in his constituency. Accorlinrcly, 
I consulted Mr. Jackson, Private Secretary to our Minister, «ho 
at the time was occupying his office in the Dominion Public Build- 
ing, Opposite ours on the fifth floor. He instructed us to st in 
touch with the Honoureble Mr. Gardiner's Secretary in Recine and 
be guided by his recommendation as to the contractor to employ. 


Mr. J. R. Pacet, General Contractor of Winnipes and 
Regina was recommended to us as « result of a visit to Reina by 
Mr. J. T. Rose. We contacted Mr. Paget and discussed our desi¢n 
for intake with him and his Superintendent in Winnipeg. Both these 
gentlemen are quite femiliar with conditions eat Lebret and consider 
our proposed leyout for protection of the pipe line not sufficiently 
strong to withstand the ice pressure conditions thet would be 
experienced at thet point. I believe that the firm of J. R. Paget 
ere specially equipped to construct the intake expeditiously and 
also I appreciate their objection to our proposed leyout as we heve 
repeatedly been warned about the ice pressure et the proposed intake 
location. 


Mr. Paget stated that while this job was « comparatively 
smell one, nevertheless it was one thet required special knowledge of 
conditions and also special supervision and he furthermore stated that 
he hed been requested by influential parties at Regine to take this 
job and carry it through to 4 successful conclusion.

Paget refuses to have enything to do with the contract on @ cost plus 
basis, stating that 10% on the cost of materiel and lebor would not 
vield a sufficient return to warrant his firm bothering with the 
contract end furthermore that on such ea contract from the Government 
there were influences at work usually that tended to t down 
considerably t! sontractor'’s net profit. Mr. Paret was asked if 
would do the job on a straicht contract basis end report that he 
would and he submitted a price of $6,641.00. This amount covers the 
placing of the inteke and the heavier protection proposed by himself;

The intake as now proposed is approximetely double 
the leneth and much more stable type of construction than that quoted 
upon by Messrs. Smith Brothers & Wilson of Regine, some weeks ajo;

In explanation of this I may advise you that T 
received a letter some time ago from Yr. D. B. Gow, Acting District 
Chief Engineer of the Dominion Water Power and Hydrometric Bureau, 
Winnipeg, in which he asked me to undertake to have a relief valve 
installed in the discharge line of the water supply system at the 
Qu'Appelle School. He enclosed a blue print showing where this 
valve wes to be installed. TI at once got in touch with Messrs. 
Paulin and Swayze of this City and requested them to obtain the 
valve. They carried out my instruction, but could not obtain a 
valve in Winnipeg or Regine of the size required and had to send 
to Toronto for one.

1800 R.P.M. 220 volt, 3 phase, 60 cycle Squirrel Cage Induction 
Motor. The manufacturers would not accept the BAd motor on 

the purchase price of a new motor so that we now have on hand 
the other motor. It is in first-class condition and can 
probably be used in the future at some other Indien School. 

We recently took up with Captain Edwards, Indian Agent at Kenora, 
Ontario, the matter of utilizing this motor at the Sioux Lookout 
Indian School in connection with the pumping system thet is now 
necessary there because of the recent fire. We were informed, 
however, thet it did not fit in with their requirements. It is 
our intention to have this motor stored at the Indien Hospital 
at Fort Qu'Appelle, Sask., for the present.

There remains, however, 
to be placed about 70 yards of rock on the top of the earth fill- 
ine - only about 30 yards beins placed to dete. It is difficult 
to locate a suitable supply of rock at the present time; the «round 
bein: covered with deep snow and it would be more convenient to 
complete this portion of the work in the sprinc. @ have arrenced 
with Mr. Pacet, therefore, thet the sum of $100.00 is to be 
retained by the Department of Indian Affairs until such time as 
this protective layer of rock is placed. I micht say that the cost 
of supplying end laying this rock hes been let by contract for 
$1.00 per yard. 


There is also enclosed a letter, deted January 19th, 
from the Chairman of the Workmen's Compensation Board of the 
Province of Saskatchewan, authorizing the Indian Affairs Branch to 
make settlement with Mr. J. R. Paget for any monies due him with 
respect to Lebret Indian School Contract up to the date of the 19th 
of Januery. I would point out that all work covered by the contract, 
with the exception of the 70 yards of rock, was completed before the 
end of December so that the letter from the Compensation Board is 
full authority to make full settlement.

At the time Mr. Paget submitted this letter, we con- 
sidered that his offer was subject to an interpretation different 
from that which he had in mind, with respect to his reference to Sales 
Tex. However, we were not able to contact Mr. Paget prior to writin 
our letter of September 26th to you in which we stated that Mr. Paret 
offered to do the work for $6,640.00, which included an item of $109. 
for rip-rap. e were quite aware that Mr. Paget's estimate of $110.00 
to cover Sales Tex was greatly underestimated and we were also quite 
sure that whet Mr. Paget hed in mind was that his offer of $6,531.00 
was based upon the assumption thet he would not heave to pay Sales Tax, 
However, knowing that the Contractor would have to pay Sales Tax, what~ 
ever it was, we proceeded on the assumption that the offer would stand 
at $6,531.00. 


In Januery Mr. Paget submitted an eccount for $6,750.00 
as per his letter of September 25th. It was pointed out to him, however, 
that from a legal interpretation of his offer of September 25th, he 
was only entitled to $6,530.09 but as we had interpreted his offer at 
$6,640.00 and had received approval from Ottewe for that amount, we 
would approve an account for that amount only. Mr. Paget finally 
consented to this arrangement. 


Ths writer must admit that the arrangements made with 
respect to this contract, while regular, were rather loose, but would 
point out thet our desicn covering construction hed to be entirely 
changed after consultetion with Mr. Paget and his Construction Super 
intendent, and 48 we were anxious to cet the work underway, we 
euthorized him to proceed without detailed drawinczs. 2 did, however, 
have very definite arrancements with Mr. Paget covering the work thet 
had to be done, t? ality of materials to be used and the derree of 
supervision thet would be provided. m engineer from this staff was 

2pt continuously on the job and I must say thet the work done and the 
material supplied were in eve way setisfactory.

On my recent visit to the Lebret School, the Prineipal drew 
my attention to the condition of the dough mixer. It is in very 
bad shape, the dough coming out through the crevices and worn-out 
points. The machine is not worth repairing--in fact it is impossible 
to repair it. 


The Principal informed me thet he placed a dough mixer 
in the 1938-39 Estimates and he asks me to make my best effort to 
secure one for him, as in addition to its leaking, the rust detaches 
itself and gets mixed up in with the dough. 


If funds are available, I would recommend that this be 
supplied. 


An estimate on dough mixer is attached. This estimate 
has been furnished by the Fletcher Manufacturing Company, 877 Dundas 
Street, Toronto 8, Canada. The machine described would answer this 
purpose. 


I would also draw your attention to the fact that the 
mixer suggested has a motor attached. This would do away with using
